SEPARATED FIFTEEN YEARS. 


Daughter Found Hewing Ties; Son Lo- 
cated in Manitoba. 


After fifteen years’ separation Mrs. Laur- 
etta C. Jurgensen has found her three chil- 
dren. She was forced to give them away in 
St. Louls when deserted by her first hus- 
band. Later she came to Chicago, met a 
city employé, and married him. They live 
at 3711 South La Salle street. 

Finally, when she felt eble agmin to sup- 
port her children, she was unable at once 
to find them. They had been scattered, and 
all trace of them apparently lost. She en- 
listed the government in her cause, and now, 
after a year of search, they are again under 


her care 

Fifteen yeare ego Mrs. Jurgensen resided 
in St. Louis. She was then the wife of James 
Hull. The latter deserted her, leaving his 
wife penniless and unable to take care of 
her five children. 

After struggling with poverty for a few 
weeks the youngest baby died. The mother 
took the others to the-Missouri Orphan home 
at St. Louis. Another child, Oscar, died 
soon after at the home. The other three 
children were adopted by different families. 


Girl Forced to Cut Ties. 

The oldest girl, Florence, was sent to Ed- 
ward McConnell, a railroad tie contractor at 
Priest, Mo., when 10 years old, she says, and 
until found by her mother she was forced to 
chop down trees and hew them into finished 
ties. She often earned as much as $1.50 a 
day. 

During the last six months she resided at 
Priest, McConnell secured a contract to es- 
tablish a telegraph line between Priest and 
several other towns. Florence dug the post 
holes, placed the posts in position, apd strung 
the telegraph wires, she says. 

When Florence was found by her mother 
she weighed over 180 pounds. She now is 
learning to be a milliner_for the Gage Hat 
company, 2241 Indiana avenue. 

William, the seconé in age of the three chifl- 
dren, was sent by the orphanage authorities 
to a farmer near St. Louis. When 16 years 
old he went to Dauphin, Man., where his 
mother found him. He is now employed by 
an electric battery manufacturing firm at 
West Thirty-ffth street and Princeton ave- 


nue 
Aged Couple to Live Near Girl. 

The youngest surviving child, Mabel, now 
16 years old, was adopted by Joseph Edward 
Burgess and his wife, residing at Rofla, Mo. 
She was given an education and was treated 
by the aged couple as their own daughter. 
They are now planning to come te Chicago 
to live, just to be near the girl. 

Mrs. Jurgensen said the orphan asylum 
gave her no aid in tracing her children, but 
she said its euthorits 
bie to place obstacles in her way. Finally, 
on the advice of « friend, she asked govern- 
ment authorities for aid. Frederick Weil of 
the secret service succeeded in finding all her 
children and they were returned to her at 
different times during the year.

Relatives and Friends of Slain Crowd

Manchester, N. Y., Aug. 26.—Identification 
of victims of yesterday's disastrous wreck 
of Lehigh Valley G. A. R. excursion train 
No. 4 on a trestie over Canandaigua creek 
proceeded rapidly today. Afternoon trains ar- 
riving here and at Shortsville brought many 


persons to view the bodies at the Stoddard ) 


morgue, where most of the dead were taken, 
and by early evening the identity of all but 
five women and one man of the twenty-seven 
known dead had been established. 

So far as can be learned the wounded num- 
ber seventy-six, the greater portion of them 
scattered among hospitals in Rochester, Clif- 
ton Springs, Canandaigua, Shortsville, and 
Manchester. The condition of several of 
these is serious. The only known Chicago 
victim is Ida Douglas, who lives at 5759 
Wentworth avenue. She has an injured hip 
and is being cared for at‘ a™Rochester hos- 
pital. 

Steady Stream of Callers. 

Outside the Shortsville furniture store, in 
the basement of which lay more than a score 
of dead bodies, anxious persons sat all after- 
noon awaiting their turn to go down into 
the dingy cellar, and many, so confident from 
the published descriptions of the unidentified 
that those they sought were among the dead, 
appeared in mourning. 

A corps of clerks was kept busy on local 
and long distance telephones, and the wires 
between Shortsville and Philadelphia espe- 
cially were burdened all day with anxious

Messenger Takes $500 Prize in 
Dan Cahill’s Big League Pool. 


THIRTY PRIZES EACH WEEK. 


Nearly 6,000 Patrons Contribute to 
Pot in Newest Form of Gambling. 


A messenger boy for the Union Stock Yards 
company strolled out of Dan Cahill’s saloon, 
4139 South Halsted street, the other day 
$500 richer than he had entered ea few min- 
utes before. 

“ Great stuff,” he sald, withagrip. “ That's 
better than lugging telegrams.”’ 

The boy was winner of the grand prize 
in Cahill’s “‘basebaH derby,” which has 
swept faro, stud, and the roulette wheel off 
the boards of popularity among the stock- 
yards “sports.” Last week there was $2,905 
in the pool, and the game has been running 
only four weeks. The books close tomor- 
row noon for next week's event, and Cahill 
expects a $5,000 pool or better. 

The baseball derby is one of Cahill’s fh- 
ventions, and while action is not so rapid 
as in the old line games, the excitement is 
tense for six days, and it continues up to the 
last click of the baseball ticker on Saturday 
night. The risk is 50 cents, if the player takes 
a single chance, and he stands to win $500. 


Losers Number Nearly 6,000. 

The winnings are distributed among sixty 
players. The losses are contributed by any 
number—last week something short of 6,000 
men. Cahill superintends the game and 
gets 10 per cent of the amiount of the pool, 
nearly $300 last week. 

To join the pool the players shake from 
a “kelly pool’’ bottle one of sixteen balls, 
eight of which red and eight blue, and num- 
bered from 1 to 8. Eaeh represents a team 
in one of the big leagues. 

The player who shakes out No. 1 red is 
marked down as backing the Cubs for Mon- 
day’s game. If No. 4 blue comes, the player 
draws the Boston Americans for Tuesday, 
and so on through the week.. If the club 
fails to play, that is the player’s misfortune. 

The patron is given a slip of paper on which 
his bets are written. Each day the player 
puts down the number of rung his team

Just 
then the young man whom he is defending 
learned eagerly forward, as if to assist, and 
laid his hand on the small of the stock, pre- 
paratory to breaking the gun at the breach. 
His action was impulsive and swiftly sure. 
Attorney Smith brushed the young man’s 
hand away, turned his back, and opened the

Beattie will 
take the witness chair to identify the shotgun 
as the one which he bought a few days before 
the crime and turned over to Henry Beattie.

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CHICAGO'S MILK 0.K.’D BY 0.5. 


Bulletin Soon to Be Issued Com- 
mends City’s Safeguards. 


QUALITY SHOWS HIGHER. 


“Bottled in the Country” System Es- 
pecially Indorsed. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 

Washington, >. C., Aug. 26—[Spectal. J— 
Chicago’s method of handling the milk sitvu- 
ation is highly praised in a forecast of a bul- 
letin shortly to be issued by the bureau of 
animal industry of the department of agri- 
culture, ‘ 

The department has just completed an in- 
vestigation of milk conditions in Chicago and 
Washington, and while the latter city gets a 
comparatively good bill of health, Chicago is 
especially commended. 

“ Restricting the sale of milk to bottles 
in the city of Chicago has been the means of 
improving the quality and lowering the infant 
mortality,"" declares a statement made by 
the department. “‘ During the year 1908 sam- 
ples of milk tested in that city showed but 4.8 

cent to be below the grade prescribed by 
law, while the year preceding revealed 7.4 
per cent to be below grade. 

New Milk Ordinance Indorsed. 

“ The new ordinance which went into effect 
in. Chicago the first of this year requires all 
cows to be ‘tested or the milk pasteurized, 
and the result of this measure is expected to 
be most beneficial to the consumer. 

“In codperation with the weeding out of 
insanitary milk rooms in the city—a campaign 
inaugurated by the authorities—marked im- 
provements are looked for in the quality of 
milk sold to the consumers. 

“ “Milk bottled in the country,” is a motto 
which has been extensively employed by deal- 
ers. It has increased the sale of milk deliv- 
ered in this manner and earned for Chicago 
the distinction of having the supply bottled 
in the country ftnstead of in the city, as is 
the case generally.’ 

Improvement in Washington. 

The inspection of retail milk rooms in 
Washington, D. C., required more time and 
labor than in other cities of like size, because 
the numDer of small dealers is large. Owing 
to the limited volume of business handled, 
many of these milk rooms are intermingled 
with domestic and business life, which, com- 
pared with other cities, might be considered 
a prominent fault. General conditions, how- 
ever, it is reported, show a steady improve- 
ment, and the efforts of the health depart- 
ment are meeting with success. 


WOMEN FIGHT SEX PRONOUN 
IN CONSTITUTION OF STATE. 


Sacramento, Cal., Invaded by 500 Suf- 
fragets with Circus Tent, Moving Pic- 
tures, and Red Fire. 


Sacramento, Cal., Aug. 26.—With a circus 
tent, a moving picture machine and full ac- 
coutrement of red fire and oratory 500 women 
suffragists have invaded the state capital 
They arrived here in a special train, having 
made several stops en route, ‘ 

‘The circus tent will be used as a base of 
operations in which to hold meetingsand dig- 
tribute campaign literature. 

Today will be women’s day at the state fair, 
and the suffrage forces will be augmented 
by hundreds of women from various parts of 
the state. 

Fourteen meetings have been held, con- 
cluding with a massmeeting at Oak park, at 
which President Benjamin Ide Wheeler of 
the University of California was censured for 
his opposition to woman suffrage, President 
David Starr Jordan of Stanford university 
commended for his approval of it, and the 
Chinese Six Companies of San Francisco de- 
nounced for its reputed order to American 
born Chinese to vote to withhold the ballot 
from women. 

The suffragists are fighting to change a 
single word—a sex pronoun—in the state con- 
stitution. The state legislature adopted a 
resolution last April to submit to the voters 
of the state at a special election on Oct. 10 
a constitutional amendment embodying this 
change and giving unrestricted suffrage to 
women. The resolution was adopted after a 
hard fight, and the opposition to the measure 
has continued since the adjournment of the 


legislature.

New York, Aug. 26.—[Special.J—An an- 
nouncement was sent to the newspapers to- 
day of a will of John W. Gates later in date 
than that of which some of the terms were 
described last Wednesday by ex-Supreme 
Court Justice Henry A. Gildersleeve. Mr. 
Gildersieeve drew the wil) he told of for Mr. 
Gates in May, 1910. The more recent will 
Was made in March of the present year and 
itself was modified by a codicil] dated two 
months later. 

The will the existence of which was en- 
nounced today differs from Mr. Gildersleeve's 
recollections of the earlier will in several 
particulars, While in the earlier document 
Mr. Gates’ son, Charlies G. Gates, shared with 
his mother all the estate with the exception 
of about $1,000,000, the son in the more recent 
will receives .only $1,000,000 as an outright 
bequest. In addition, a trust fund of §$2,000,- 
000 is created for his benefit. 


Mother to Share with Charles G. 

It is announced, however, that Mrs. Gates 
will conform with a wish of her husband ex- 
pressed in his last {liness, and will herself 


give to the son enough of her share to make. 


their shares approximately equal. 

The statement t out with regard to the 
later will makes no mention of the prohibi- 
tion against the sale within ten years of 
the securities feft by Mr. Gates, which was 
so conspicuous a feature of the earlier will, 
and it is presumed that this clause does not 
appear in the later paper. 

The law firm which made the announcement 
today made the request that their names be 
not used in connection with the announce- 
ment. Their statement said further: 

“The last will contains a number of be- 


quests to relatives and friends amounting, 


all told, to about $700,000. It provides for 
the payment of a balance of a donation miade 
by Mr. Gates to the Methodist Episcopal 
board of education, and $100,000 Is left te 
to the Mary Gates hospital of Port Arthur, 
Tex. Mrs. Gates receives the residence at 
Port Arthur, the stable and garage in this 
city, and all household and persona! effects. 
She is named as residuary legatee. Mrs. 
Gates and Charles G. Gates only are named 
@s executrix and executor of the will, which 
will soon be presented for probate in Jeffer- 
son county, Tex., where Mr. Gates resided.” 

In speaking of Mr. Gates’ estate the other 
day, Mr. Gildersleeve said he did not know 
just how much it was worth, but said if 
must be at least $30,000,000. By the earlier 
will Charles G. Gates would have inherited 
nearly one-half gf this amount, or if Mr. Gil- 
dersleeve's estimate is correct, approximate- 
ly $14,500,000, or $11,500,000 more than the 
$8,000,000 outright and in trust provided for 
him in the more recent document. 

There does not appear to be any great 
variance in the bequests to other relatives 
and to other friends, employés, 4nd servants.

Hope of Settlement Meeting. 

“The general officers will meet Mr. Krutt- 
schnitt,’”’ said Mr. Kline, “and we are in 
hopes that he will be big enough to advise 
his general managers to meet the joint com- 
mittee. If so, it will be a long stride toward 
peace.” 

President Lovett’s refusal to grant @ con- 
ference is not interpreted as a turn down, 
but simply a form of stating that Mr. Krutt- 
gechnitt has full authority to act. 

President Kline will leave Chicago tonight 
at 8:30 for the west, and he will be joined 
at Cheyenne, Wyo., for a preliminary con- 
ference Monday night by Presidents J. A. 
Franklin of the boilermakers, F. M. Ryan of 
the car workers, Michael O’Sullivan of the 
sheet metal workers, and J. D. Buckalew, 
vice president of the machinists. The com- 
mittee expects to meet Mr. Kruttschaitt on 
Thursday or Friday. 


Eline Sets Forth Points. 

The points at issue were set forth in a 
statement issued by Mr. Kline,.as follows: 

“In Mr. Kruttschnitt’s statement at 
Omaha, he says the men are making demands 
which the railroads cannot concede. It won't 
cost the railroads a dollartmore to meet the 
joint committees than if they meet the com- 
mittees separately; in fact, it would not take 
any more of their time. It takes two parties 
to make an agreement, and if we don’t get 
together in conference we will never know 
whether the demands are more than the 
company can concede or not. 

“ Managers of the Harriman Mnes don't 
know whether the demands of the shop men 
ate so great that they cannot be conceded 
until we meet and talk it over.”

The cradle, 
I decided, must be a copy of our own gilt 
bronzed one at Saleburg, and mamma guve 
me the sweetest basket, in which my last lit- 
tle sister had lain. | 

“ As the time for my accouchement drew 
near, I often apeculated in my romantic way 
about the future destiny of my child. I had 
experienced so much coldness from my hus 
band’s family that I was longing for some- 
thing to love, something that would be my 
own. ‘I shan’t be @ princess to my baby,’ 1 
mused, ‘I ehall just be its mother whom it 
can love to it’s heart’e content, and there 
won't be @ single question of etiquette to 
trouble ourselves about when We are to- 


gether.’ 

“My husband shared my joy, and he was 
kindness iteelf te me. He wae so good and 
affectionate that I had nothing to complain 
of. And, O, how I wish that In those early 
days, when I felt sore and rebuffed, I had told 
him how miserable I was! Perhaps he would 
have understood me, but pride made me keep 
my troubles to myself.” 

Hated by Husband’s Family. 

And now we come to that part of the story 
of Louisa in which the public ls perhaps most 
interested, the why and wherefore of the 
troubles that led to her flight from Dresden. 

“It is a hereulean labor for any maligned 
woman to clear her character effectually 
when once it has been besmirched, and I am 
sure the world can never realize what I have 
@uffereé through court intrigue. 

“Looking at myself analytically, I won- 
der what I ever did to inspire my husband's 
family with the malign and hatred they in- 
variably Gieplayed toward ma I came.te 
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Dresden little more than a girl, but with ae 
womans sense of my responsibility. and 
duties; I was quite willing to try to please, 
and I am vain enough to think that I en- 
deared myself to the people; it wae only 
those who considered themselves my equals 
who treated me with persistent coldness and 
mistrust. 

“I heave always wondered why a Habsburg 
princess was selected asa wife for Frederick- 
August, especially one of my branch. The 
mixture of French, Ralian, and Habsburg 
blood in my veins should have made any 
stolid family think serfously before. they 
asked the possessor to marry one of its mem- 
bers, for, as my father-in-law said, with per- 
fect truth, the Habsburg Bourbon tempera- 
ment ig peculiar. All my ancestors had be- 
queathed to me something of their various 
individualities 


Speaks Well of Husband. 

“Y shall never blame my husband for the 
urwilling part he played in the tragedy of 
my life. The king of Saxony is an absolute- 
ly good man; he {ts affectionate, upright, pure 
minded, and his fatal weakness of character 
in great crises is solely due to his inborn in- 
decision of temperament and his fear of his 
father. 

“I accuse Baron George von Metzsch, now 
controller of the royal household, of being 
the active instigator of the intrigues which 
led te my leaving Dreeden and to my ultimate 
expulsion from Saxony, 

“George von Metgsch laid his plans with 
diabolical cunning; his eplies were every- 
where, and he was so skillful that I was at 
that time never able positively to identify 
him as the instigator of the infernal ma- 
chimery which was slowly but surely set in 
motion to undermine my reputation and my 
happiness. 

“My husband was the only useless ftem fn 
Von Metzsch’s schemes, for bis ine chamoter 
and purity of mind made him incapable of 
believing ill of any one, and he steadfastly 
discounteneanced malicious gossip. I was 
surrounded by enemies and were it not that 
my father-in-law is dead and unable to 
answer my accusations, I would not hesitate 
to produce the proofs that I possess of his 
relentless, vindictive methods toward me. 

“©, how I suffered In those days! I have 
often tried to show some nobility of char- 
acter and forgive these who injured me so 
deeply, but I cannot The tron has entered 
far too deeply into my soul; forgiveness may 
come later, but at present I have banished it 
from my heart. I was like some wild bird 
that has fallen into the smare of the fowler 
and is caged for ever more. Often I stood at 
my window at eventide and watched the 
happy hurrying people going on their home- 
ward way, and I envied themsomuch. They, 
at any rate, could live as human beings—to 
me it seemed forbidden te do anything but 


suffer. 


Flees to Escape Asylum. 

“©, if my husband had only been less of a 
good man! In his ey esa womanand a mother 
was so sacred that he could not conceive any 
one caluminating her, and the traditions of 
his house made him think ft impossible that 
people would ever dare to hint evil of the 
crown princess of Saxony.” 

It wes not until she discovered that ft wag 
the echeme of her enemies to put ber in an 
insane asylum that the Princess Louisa made 


up her mind to flee from husband, children, 
and home 

“ Left alone I tried to calm myself in order 
to look at my desperate situation in all its 
aspects, and I am sure few human beings 
have ever been placed in such a terrible 
predicament. As I had anticipated, M

@ hunted, persecuted woman who fought for 
her ldberty, or the unscrupulous enemies who 
drove her from husband, heme, and chil- 
dren?”

SOLDIERS HELD. STREETS. 


Passing of Crisis Leaves British 
Workers with New Sense 
of Power.

LIVERPOOL, Aug 2-—I have passed 
through an exciting week in Liverpool with 
one of the Tory members for the city and « 
home office official. I was sent here to try 
and compose the fierce strife between em- 
ployers and workers. Liverpool was like a 
city in a state ofsiege. Soldiers and police 
were everywhere, and the troops were armed 
with fixed bayonets. Thousands of men were 
sworn in as special constables, and convoys 
were passing through the streets guarding 
provisions as though in actual warfare. 

The docks lay idle and silent for miles. 
Ships from all) parts of the world were tied 
up and helpless. Every hotel was crowded 
with Americans, wearily waiting a chance 
of getting home and riota, small and big, 
were numerous. 

In common with all England, Liverpool 
stood face to face with an entirely new devel- 
opment in trades unionism. The strike no 
longer was confined to one trade, but linked 
up with innumerable trades. 


Strike. Problems Unique. 
The men on one railway line went out on 
strike in sympathy, although they had every 
eingle point already which the other railway 
men were seeking to win. 

The dockers struck to help the railway men 
and then the street car employés went out to 
help both and all agreed to stand or fall to- 
gether. This brought about the strangest 
situation, especially in Livergsol. 

The dockere could not go back to work 
until the railway men were satisfied The 
latter could not resume until the dockers were 
satisfied, ard neither could go back vneti] the 
street car men were reinstated. 

Thua, finally, the whole situation came 
down to this point: The railway men were 
@atisfied and made a treaty of peace, the 
dockers were satisfied and made a treaty of 
peace, buti the street car men still had to 
meet the street car committee of the city 
council to obtain reinstatement 


National Strike Near Flame. 
Thus the whole country was held up by the 
decision of the street car officials with re- 
gard to 260 men. If they agreed to the rein-v 


be at an end everywhere. If they refused 
then the nationa) strike was ready to burst 
imto universal fame again. 

To add to the complications, the Moroccan 
situation gives at this moment extreme anx- 
lety to the government, which is impotent te 
face German or any other complication with 
the country paralyzed. : 

The street car committee was begged by 
exasperated capitajists to hold out, and for 
hours the result hung in the balance, al- 
though the government sent down a special 
pleader and a great official to add his influ- 
ence to ours, but reinstatement ultimately 
was agreed to, and within an hour of this 
decision the dockers agreed to\return te 
work and universal peace reigned instead of g 
renewal of civil war. 


Teaches England New fesson. 

This is England's first experience with 
what French strikers call syndicalism and 
syndicalism has won. 

It also has imperiled the existence of a 
strong ministry, threatened the whole food 
supply of the nation, placed an almost frre- 
sistible weapon in the hands of the working 
Ciasec8, and given them a new sense of tbeir 
power—it might be said, omnipotence. 

It indicates that if working classes really 
were united against a war they could bring 
ft to an end in twenty-four hours. In short, 
we have this week opened an entirely new 
chapter of English history, the fmal conse- 
quences of which nobody yet feels competent 


Object Lesson Shown. 

I saw some weeks ago a striking obfect 
lesson of the wide gulf between the typical 
English woman and the typical American 
woman. Bvery year Mr. Redmond and Lis 
colleagues take a little outing as a relief from 
the heat and stress of the parllamentary ses- 
sion. The scene usually chosen is the river 
Thames. 

Most of your readers have seen that en- 
trancing through small stream, in the lovely 
bit of it which lies between Maidenhead and 
Oxford; and of that bit, far and away the 
most beautiful is that which comes imme- 
diately after Maidenhead, and runs under 
the shadow of the Cliveden woods. The 
Cliveden woods are on a gradually ascending 
hillside until they reach a tableland that 
towers above the Thames, and are in marked 
contrast to the broken flatness over most ef 
the banks of the river. 

This tableland is occupied by two great 
houses, one the property of Lord Desbourgh, 
member of the important family of the Gren- 
falls, and the other ls owned by young Mr. 
Astor. Cliveden was formerly the property 
of the Duke of Westminster; but when Mr. 
Astor came to England Cliveden was the first 
great possession for which he longed, and a 
check for a million made him the owner. I 
believe he has spent since as much more in 
improving and beautifying the place. The 
Duke of Westminster (from whom Mr. Astor 
bought the house), grandfather of the present 
duke, was a frugal person though enormously 
wealthy. Cliveden was only one of the many 
big houses he had to look after; and thus, 
when it came Into possession of Mr. Astor, 
Cliveden had required « good deal to be 
done to it. 


Stands on Great Eminence. 

Standing on a great eminence, spacious aad 
imposing, and, though surrounded by thick 
woods, raised on a spot which Is clear ofany 
trees, it stands out so that it can be seen 
miles away; it is like some great fortress— 
like Ehbrenbreitstein on the Rhine, which 
commands and dominates the river beneath 
and all the country around. It is scarcely 
necessary to say that with the generous hos. 
pitality the Astors are able to give Cliveden 
is the most popular of all those great week 
end mansions where the Wondon society 
spends the escape from the dreariness of Lem 
don between Saturday and Monday. 

There are several open spaces beneath the 
woods and just on the bank of the river, and 
there it is that little outings are made pleas- 
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ous and century old trees of Cliveden woods. 
It was in one such opening that Mr, Redmond 
and his colleagues sat down to their picnic. 
The proceedings had scarcely begun when 
young Mr. Astor appeared to give his tem- 
porary guests a warm welcome. Young 
Astor is a pleasant and a popular young 
man; puts on no “ side,’ is simple, frank, 
and shy. He has up to the present made 
only one speech in the house of commons, and 
that was a considerable success, partly be- 
cause he was able to speak on the subject 
before the house of commons with that touch 
of personal experience which always makes 
@ speech effective. 


Subject the New Subsidies. 

The subject was the new subsidies which 
~ Lieyd-George proposes to give to sanatoria 
in his big insurance bill. Young Astor was 
able to give the house the startling informa- 
tion that he himself had spent some of his 
younger years in a sanatorium and had en- 
tirely established his health by doing so; and 
from the recollections of this epoch in his 
life he was able to give an eager and sympa- 
thetic house of commons a vivid picture of 
what life in a sanatorium was like. It was 
difficult to believe this rosy cheéked and 
robust young man had at one time been 
threatened with lung trouble, but it was so. 

Wien Mr. Astor appeared and shook hands 
with Mr. Redmond in welcome he was re- 
ceived, I need not say. with friendly warmth 
by the Irishman. Mr: Astor's stay was brief; 
he is shy, as I have said, and with all the 
good will in the world shyness prevents a 
man from saying and doing all the nice 
things he would like to. But the brief visit 
was cordial, all the same. 

It was some twenty minutes after this that 
I was roused from a welcome slumber under 
the trees in a day of heat by the informa- 
tion that Mrs. Astor had now arrived and 
that we were all naturally to give her wel- 
come. I roused myself tardily, for it wasa 
terrible day and it had been a hard week; 
and by the time I approached the group 
which surrounded Mrs. Astor the whole busi- 
ness was in full swing. And then there hap- 
pened one of the strangest scenes I have 
ever seen. 

Mrs. Astor is a sister of Mrs. Dana Gibson 
and has the same strangely attractive dain- 
tiness of face and figure. Her hands and 
feet would do credit to Cinderella. But the 
face, with its archness, is her chief attrac- 
tion. It glitters with fun and the joy of life 
apd youth's audacity as well. 


Captures the Whole Group. 

Before she had spoken more than a couple 
ef sentences she had captured the whole 
group when she started with the words: 

“You know, I'm not a Tory; I'm a Vir- 
ginian and a rebel.”’ 

And then for fully a half hour this dainty 
little lady kept fifty men with a few other 
ladies of the Irish party, wives or daugh- 
ters, in one continuous roar of laughter. 
She never,stopped unless for a sentence now 
and then thrown in by Mr. Redmond or some 
other member just for the purpose of start- 
ing her again.- It was a sort of strange dra- 
matic, and if the paradox be permissible, 
cinematographic monologue in which you 
saw a series of little flitting and ludicrous 
portraits of all kinds and conditions of men. 

She spoke of the old fashioned English peer 
and Tory and you saw him in the flesh; then 
she turned her shafts to the emperor of 
Germany; and in her account of a little con. 
versation with him, you could bring up vis- 
ibly the whole scene, and, above all, the two 
so strangely contrasted figures, the solemn, 
didactic, self-conscious, and self-confident 
kaiser embodying in his grim and uniformed 
person all the traditions of European super- 
stition and monarchical stiffness and oppo- 
site to him this dainty little woman with afl 
the delightful freshness and above all, ir- 
reverence, of the new world that knows no 
difference between an emperor and people 
of the common clay. 


Thrusts at the Liberals. 

Then followed some delicate thrusts at the 
expense of the Liberals. She is sufficiently 
Tory to dislike them. 

“I don’t mind a man asking for a peer- 
age, and even giving his money for it and 
thinking it a good bargain,’’ she said, ‘‘ but 
what I do hate are these Liberals, who, 
after cursing the house of lords for twenty 
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years, become peers, and then striking their 
breasts and lifting the white of their eyes 
to heaven, declare they only do so because 
they think it a duty totheir country.. 

“You can go where you like, Mr. Red- 
mond,’ continued the audacious little lady, 
“but you must avoid Plymouth.” 

Her husband represents Plymouth. 

“Am I, then, forbidden to go to Piym- 
outh?” asked Mr. Redmond, who rose to the 
occasion, ‘*‘ because, I fear, I'm already com- 
mitted to a meeting there.’’ 

* Well, no,” said the vivacious lady, after 
@ pause; “I won't do that, but you'll find the 
Liberals there a canting lot. And you're not 
going to get home rule from the Liberals, be- 
cause Mrs. —— [mentioning the wife of a 
powerful minister] doesn't like home rule.” 

A delightful feminine way of solving polit- 
ical situations that sent everybody into a 
roar. 

When at last the young Virginia lady took 
her departure, there was first one cheer and 
then two and then one more. and so she dis- 
appeared in @ cloud of glory. 

Praise for American Wit. 

I have narrated the scene because it marks 
the gulf between the American and the Eng- 
lish woman. What English woman, how- 
ever witty or self-possessed, could have imi- 
tated such a scene, could have had the cour- 
age and the #scintillating wit to have kept 
fifty men laughing for half an hour by the 
brilliancy and good nature of her conversa- 
tion? 

The American ladies who now form so im- 
portant a factor in the social life of London 
may be. divided into two classes—the ones 
who try to cut themselves down to the con- 
versational reserve and convention of the 
English woman; and the ones who remain 
Americans and dare to be their own daring, 
frank, and natural selves. It is the latter 
class that is really popular and that every- 
body is delighted to meet.

It seems that at Einselden, in the Benedic- 
tine monastery, where Cardinal Rampolla 
is spending the summer, several meetings 
of cardinalg and high prelates have taken 
place to devise means, if necessary, to further 
the pontifical candidacy of the secretary of 
state of Pope Leo XIII. Such a thing seems 
impossible to any4“one in Rome who hag the 
slightest acquaintance with the retiring life 
which Cardinal Rampolla leads, keeping 
away from all intrigue. 

Oppose Political Pope. 

There is another section in the sacred col- 
lege which does not think that, after Leo 
XIII., there has been a real experiment of 
their ideal of a thoroughly religious pope, 
becatee Pius X., forced by events, has been 
obliged to be as political as his predecessor. 

This group of cardinals, who desire to re- 
turn the church to a purely religious at- 
mosphere, favors the candidacy of Cardinal] 
De Pietre, whétis now 738 and lives’as a monk 
in a cell in the monastery at Palestrina. He 
was spoken of as a possible pontiff in the last 
conclave. 

There is, however, still another group which 
existed in the last conclave and which is be- 
coming stronger every day. This group 
thinks that after so many centuries of Italian 
popes the time has come to give the church 
a foreigner as head. 

Choice of Candidates. 

As no Buropean could be chosen without 
arousing unpleasant jealousies, the selection 
must take place outside the old continent. 
Now that Cardinal Moran is dead, the only 
alternative is Cardinal Albuquerque Caval- 
canti, archbishop of Rto Janeiro, who, by the 
way, is staying at the same monastery at 
Einselden as Cardinal Rampolla, or Cardinal 
Gibbons, the archbishop of Baltimore. 

If the idea of having a foreign pope pre- 
vails, the probabilities for Cardinal Gibbons 
are almost equal to a certainty, as he enjoys 
the respect and admiration of the whole 
saered college, which is especially taken by 
his wisdom so abundantly displayed in the 


‘| last conclave, when he was one of the chief 


electors of the present pontiff. 

There is, however, a report in cireulation 
according to which Pius X. has compiled a 
kind of politico-religious testament which 
will be read by the sacred college when it is 
assembled in conclave, and it is added the 


pope in this document even expresses his | 


view as to who would be best fitted to con- 
tinue and complete his work. Such action on 
the part of the pope would not be unprece- 
dented fn the history of the church, but it has 
not always had the desired effect.

The groans of the many injured and 
dying, the fumes of the explosive, the clouds 
of dust and of fragments of plaster, the 
hysterics of the women ™ the galleries, 
the cries of indignation were stilled for 4 
moment by the sharp ringing of the big 
bell on the presiding officer’s desk, and dur- 
ing those few brief seoonds of silence, the

{the session continues). 

They were uttered in e calm and éispassion- 
ate tone by Charles Dupuy, the presiding 
officer, who alone had remained unmoved 
by the panic which prevailed immediately 
after the explosion. His attitude and re- 
mark helped much to quiet those present 
and dispel their fears; and it is thanks to 
him alone that there was no stampede from 
the legislative chamber, which might have 
resulted much more disastrously than the 
explosion of Vaillant’s bomb.

| For whatever the views may be with regaré 
to the prime minister's policy toward the 
house of lords, it cannot be denied that 
In the face of odds that appeared insupera- 
ble to most of his predecessors in office, he 
has been successful in bringing about the 
most revolutionary change that has taken 
place in the written and unwritten consti- 
tution of England since 1688, when James IL 
was deposed and the Protestant occupancy 
and succession of the throne ef Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland assured. 

The virtual deprival of the upper chamber 
of the national legislature of the right of 
vetoing measures enacted by the house of 
commons and the establishment of the lat- 
ter’s supremacy, not merely in fiscal matters, 
but in all other affairs, and following upon 
this, the successful settlement of the great- 
est labor war by which the United King- 
dom and Ireland have ever been confronted, 
serve to bring the premier in a special man- 
ner into the public eye. 


—-_ 

Dupuy’s attitude on this occasion was made 
the object of much flattering comment, both 
at home and abroad. But I always recall 
what was to me the most striking explanation 
given of his behavior, namely, the fact that 
he had spent the first seventeen years of his 
life, after attaining his majority, as a schoo}- 
master, first as a teacher if one of the muni- 
cipal schools at Bordeaux, with a salary of 
$200 a year, and later as professor of the 
various public schools of Nantes, Auch, Saint 
Etienne, Puy, and Aurillac. 

He was therefore a past master in the art 
of dealing with boys, and has shown himself 
equally capable in managing men, having 
been three times prime minister, twice preat- 
dent of the chamber of deputies, besides hold- 
ing other ministerial portfolios, and being 
now a member of the senate. 

He was premier when President Sadi-Car- 
not was assassinated at Lyons; premier when 
Casimir-Perier so suddenly resigned, and 
premier again when President Felix Faure 
met with his death. On each of these occa- 
sions it was Dupuy’s masterly Srasp of the 
reins of government which prevented the 
foes of the republic from taking advantage 
of the crisis to bring about its downfall and 
possibly a monarchist restoration.

BEAR OPERATIONS GROWING. 


Bank Statement Shows Surplus Re- 
serve Again Increased. 


[NEW YORE TIMES FINANCTAL LEADER.] 

New York, Aug. 26.--[Special.}—Again to- 
day the drift of prices was downward, but 
the changes in the leading issues were slight 
compared with the volume of the trading, 
which was in keeping with the results of 
Friday's trading, which seemed to indicate 
that much more resistance was being of- 
fered to the pressure under which the mar- 
ket rested. 

One of the impressions drawn from the 
action of the market the last few days was 
that the proportion of bear operations to 
actual liquidation was increasing and some 
measure of support for this theory was sup- 
plied in today’s bank statement. For the 
first time since the decline began the actual 
figures of the clearing house institutions 
showed an incmpagze in loans. It amounted 
to only a trifle over $1,000,000, but com- 
pared with the large loan reductions of pre- 
ceding weeks, it suggested that less actual 
stocks had been sold this last week than 
during the earlier weeks of the break in 
prices. 

Signs of Less Liquidation. 

Every sign which indicates the cessation of 
lNquidation will from this time on be watched 
with keen interest, at least by traders whose 
views of the market are based on day tp 
day developments rather than upon a broad 
glance at general conditions. 

Today’s bank statement appears to supply 
some indication, if not of the cessation of 
liquidation at least of its curtailment. The 
outside public is attracted to the market 
after a severe decline, not by any close con- 
sideration of the technical condition of the 
market but rather by the conviction, formed 
almost subconsciously, that stocks are cheap- 
er, which in this connection is only another 
way of saying that they have gone lower 
than general conditions warrant. 

It is the apparent lack of this sort of con- 
viction on the part of the public which lat- 
terly has left the market without much power 
to resist the fallin prices. The fact, though, 
that in the last few days the active stocks 
have.been yielding less easily may prove 
to be a sign of increasing public interest tn 
stocks at the present level. The facts as 
they stand, in the eyes of many, warrant the 
hope, though hardly the conviction, that 
such is the case. 


Surplus Reserve Again Increased. 

Today's bank statement, besides revealing 
an increase in the loans of the clearing house 
members, showed a gain in cash more than 
large enough to offset & moderate increase in 
deposits, with the result that the surplus re- 
serve was again increased, 

The institutions outside of the clearing 
house, far which only average figures for the 
week are available, reported a decrease in 
loans, as did also the average figures of the 
clearing house members. The comparison of 
the actual with the average figures of the 
associated institutions indicates that the vol- 
ume of loans increased as the week advanced.

Officers Who Will Watch Ger- 
man Army Maneuvers 
Having Happy Time, 


WINED AND DINEDFREELY 


Duvelling of Amerteans’ Gift 
Statue to Be Featare of 
Celebration. 


{BY CABLE -TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

BERLIN, Aug. 26—The American army 
officers whom Emperor William has invited 
to attend the forthcoming annual kaiser 
maneuvers at Pomerania and Wecklenburg- 
gtilty arrived in Berlin this week and are 
quartered at Hotel Idlon. They include Gea. 
Gafrinton; inspéctor general of the United 
States army; Gen. Wotherspoon, president of 
the war college; and Maj. Lassiter and Capt. 
Hanan of the genera! staff. 

The emperor has detailed Maj. von He® 
warth, Germen military attachéat Washing- 
toh, to act as specia! adjutant for the Amer 
foam visitors during théir stay on Germans 
soil, and an endless round of sightseeing and 
hospitality awaite them before the com 
meéencement of the maneuvers Sept. 10. 

These began Thursday evening with a din- 
ner at the méss of the Second Gogt Guards of 
Berlin. : 

Yesterday the Americans, accompanied by 
Capt. Samuel Grant Spartle, American mifl- 
itary attaché at Berlin, left for Hamburg in 
order to be presented to the kaiser and joif 
hig staff at today’s review at Altona. 


Constant Round of Gayety. 

Tomorrow night the American party will 
proceed with the kaiser’s suite to Stettin, 
whére another great review of troops wil! 
take place. On Tuesday or the next day 
they will return to Berlin for a dinner party 
at the home of Capt. Spartie, where a num- 
her of distinguished German military men 
will meet them. 

On thé evening of Aug. 31 Maj. von Her- 
warth will give a military dinner tn the 
Americans’ honor. Sept. 1 the visitors will 
witness the annual autumn parade of the 
guards on Templéhof field, Berlin, dining 
with the kaiser at the castle the same even- 
ing. The succeeding day they will repatr to 
Potsdam to participate in the unveiling of 
the Von Steuben statue. 

Bandwiched between these strenuous trav- 
eling and epicurean operations the Amert- 
can soldiers will be afforded numerous op- 
portunities of inspecting the German War 6s- 
tablishment, both at Berlin and at the other 
points to which their itinerary wil! take them. 

John Phillip Hill, United States attorney 
for Maryland, who its also a major in the 
Maryland national guard, also has arrived 
in Germany to participate in the maneuvers 
of thé Eleventh army corps near Cassel. He 
spent the last week in Berlin mingling with 
bigh German cfficers to whom he bore official 
credentiais. 

The unveiling of the statue of Gen. von 
Steuben, presented to the German emperor 
and people by the United States congress, 
promises to be a notable fugction. The mili- 
tary authorities at Potsdam, where the cere- 
monial will take place on “ Sedan day,” Sept. 
2, state that the demand for places far éx- 
eteds the available space, and word has 
Béen sent out that it may not even be é0n- 
venient to find room for the women of the 
American embassy. 

Germans Write 
_ Whe statue will bear the following fnacrip- 
tion, which, at the request of the United 
States government, was composed by Ger- 
man authorities: 

* Dedicated to the German esipéror and the 
German nation by the congress of the United 
States of America es a token of unbroiién 
_triendship.” 

This statue is &@ copy of the of#inal miemo- 
rial to Gen. August Wilhelm von Steuben, 
who was born in Magdeburg in 1780 and died 
in the state of New York th 1764, erected in 
Washington in grateful recognition of the 
services rendered in the Américan nation's 
war of independence. , 

Congressman Bartholét 6f Missourl and 
C. Wofram of New York, who will officially 
hand over the statue to thé kaiser in the name 
of the United States congress, arrived in 
Berlin this week. Both Bear autographed 
letters of greeting to the emperor from Pres- 
fdent Taft. 

The sculptors of the statue, Albert Jagers, 
who is a native of Elberfeld, Germany, also 
has arrived. 

The statue i# slightly emaller im éfimen- 
sions than the original at Washington, but 
otherwise ts an exact duplicate 


Emperor. Directs Function, 

The emperor personally has stage man- 
aged the dedicatory function, which insures 
its being a brilliant military spectacle. He 
has ordered his personal body guard, a com- 
pany of the Potsdam giants, to act as a guard 
of honor at the unvelling. A delegation of 
Officers from the general staff and ali the 
officers of the Potsdam garrison will also at- 
tend In full dress regimentals, and the cadets 
of the Potsdam war college and military 
academy will be present in full strength. 
Ambassador Hill, who will arrive in Berlin 
next week probably, wil] make his farewell 
public appearance in Germany at the Pots 
4am celebration.

“Do you know, I'm crazy to interview 
some of those drivers!" I said to the man

It is a problem of no mean dimensions. Im 
the opinion of lawyers who have traveled to 
some extent, Chicago is the place where the 
kiss plays {ts heaviest role in che gamut of 
human emotions wrought itn the judicial 
battleground. 

Municipal Judge Harry P. Dolan is the 
magistrate who has given serious attention 
to the «iss and its place before the bar of 
justice. At the Chicago avenue police court 
he has witnessed every brand of ™ kissing 
bee ™ and single “peck” during the last 
three months. He has studied them care- 
fully. And now he is ready to promhul an 
authoritative ruling on the limits of decorous 
kissing within tha domain of his judicial 
gavel. 

To establish a “ kissless courtroom ” !s not 


made to contradict a prevalent impression 
that he is a foe to the universal smack 
of intense affection. This idea went abroad 
as the result of reports that he had inter- 
rupted a fond and reunited couple. 


Facts of the Case. 

As a fact, Judge Dbian did tell this loving 
pair to waft until they got home before reg- 
istering any more tove taps on each other’s 
cheeks and noges. But he did so because 
the wife had already kissed her man at 
least ten times in the most resounding and 
emphatic mannef, and the decorum of the 
court was in serious danger.

OPPORTUNITY. 

The aviation meet may have taught Chi- 
cago something not related to the science of 
flying. It may have taught this city that 
the same theory of municipal progress which 
‘makes a state fair, a county fair, a va 
nival, or some.such community undertak 
ing valuable to a small town is applicable 
here. 

A half dozen European cities compete for 
American dollars carried abroad. London 
with its coronation show caught many of 
them. Germany bas had a profitable ex- 
perience this year with an unusual crowd 
of tourists. Paris willingly spends great 
sums to attract the travel of the world. 

On the same principle the merchants of 
Springfield, Ul., support a street carnival 
during state fair week. Peoria has its corn 
festivals. The same idea is worked out 
in various sections of Chicago. The mer- 
chants in Milwaukee avenue, North avenue, 
West Madison street, South Chicago, etc., 
eombine for the community good. 

Chicago needs in the summer time from 
50,000 to 100,000 additional transient popu- 
lation. It needs not only their trade, but 
the stimulus of their presence. If it were 
made worth while for them to come the 
effect would not be merely temporary. It 
would be permanent. 

The city is lucky in that it has the lake 
front park and playground located in its / 
most accessible section, in its front door- 
yard. It has a place for attractions which 
could be made conspicuous all over the 
middle west. 

It would be profitable if that park were 
arranged for such purposes. It needs a 
stadium and a great field laid out for many 
purposes. Schiller’s Maid of Orleans was 
given before multitudes in the Harvard 
stadium. Such a thing as that could be 
Merely skimming the surface, 
these may be suggested: Festivals of 
choral societies, military tournaments, ath- 
letic contests, civic celebrations, pageants, 
etc. Why not the Olympic games following 
the Stockholm meet? 

A profitable summer would see a suc- 
cession of notable events on this superb 
city assembly ground. 

The aviation meet showed what can be 
done. From a commercial! viewpoint the 
results must have been attractive. August 
is the most stagnant month of the year in 
the retail business. This August probably 
has been the best the merchants of Chi- 
cago have had in years. More trips to New 
York to, buy goods were “busted” than 
ever before. % 

What can be done in one month can be 
done in others. What can be done with one 
The 
plan should be attractive commercially. 

For the expenses of the aviation meet 
the public spirited men who stood sponsor 
for it will have to dig dowmin their pock- 
ets. This is wrong, all wrong. The guar- 
anty for a program of attractions should 
be given by the concerns directly benefiting 
from the influx of business. 

Chicago needs a definite policy in this 
direction. It needs a policy which will 
make the summer months in Chicago at- 
tractive to the entire middie west. The 
south park commission plans a fine stadium 
for the lake front park. It should be easy 
to appreciate whmt magnificent facilities 
are at hand. It needs only the will and 
the ability to use them. 
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THE SANE FOURTH. 

In 1903 there were 4,449 persons injured 
and 466 killed, of whom 406 died of lockjaw, ' 
all because of a senseless and wicked method 
of celebrating Independence day. ‘This 
year there were 1,603 injured and fifty- 
geven killed, of whom ten died from lock- 
jaw. * 

The medical man with his antitoxins can 
lower the death rate in this or that disease. 
This wonderful lowering of the death and 
injury rate for the Fourth of July has been 
due largely to the efforts of laymen, though 
the doctors have codperated with tongue 
and pen. The Journal! of the American 
Medical association credits this great sav- 
ing of life and limb to the campaign which 
Tue Tripunge began more than ten years 
ago. It was indeed the first in the field— 
the firet to appeal to the national conscience, 
Of that it is intensely proud. There could 
be no grander “* beat.” 

But Tue Trisune did not long have to 
fight alone for the sane Fourth. Day by 
day it gained powerful auxiliaries. The 
movement became a nation wideone. Pop- 
ular sentiment was aroused and laws and 
ordinances were enacted. Patriotic and 
attractive methods of observing the Fourth 
were devised. Now weseetheresult. But 
for this agitation there would have been 
more killed and injured in 1911 than in 1903. 

Much remains to be done. There was a 
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' newed efforts those engaged in this good 
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needless sacrifice this year of fifty-seven 
lives. A better record than that should be 
made next year. What has already been 
accomplished should only stimulate to re- 


work. The war against an old evil prac- 
tice should be kept up until it is not merely 
scotched but dead. 


ATWOOD’S LONG FLIGHT. 

An American aviator has flown more 
miles in fewer hours than anybody else. 
The laurels which a German aviator has 
been wearing must be shipped across the 
Atlantic. Atwood would have done better 
yet but for his inevitable dependence on 
gasoline. With a more concentrated fuel, or’ 
with greater carrying capacity, the ability 
of the bird nien to hake longer continuous 
flights would be greater. 

While the flight from St. Louis to New 
York is a remarkable performance, though, 
no doubt, it will be surpassed soon, whoever 


other will take the steam cars. The aero- 
plane can beat them for a short distance, 
but not in the long run. | 

The present value of the aeroplane is 

manifest. It amazes andamuses. It draws 
great crowds. It adds another to the recre- 
ations of the summer. Its utility in case of 
war, for scouting purposes, at least, is un- 
questionable, If there had been aeroplanes 
when Paris was besieged Gambetta would 
have been able to get out in an aeroplane 
instead of an uncertain balloon and the be- 
sieged would have been able to keep up a 
more extensive and regular communication 
with the outgjde world. N 

Commercial use will come, no doubt, with 
the further improvement of the aeroplane. 
For one thing, we shall have lighter, more 
powerful, and equally reliable engines. We 
shall, also bave more and better trained 
bird men. Then we shall have a clearer 
idea of the commercial utility of the aero 
plane. 

We shall also begin tq hear of the pecu- 
liar ailments that will befall aviators. 
Every invention has perils, according to the 
doctors, for those who are on intimate terms 
with it. They said that of the telephone, 
the bicycle, and the automobile. Give them 
a little time and they will tell us of aviators’ 
special diseases. 


GRAND STANDS. 

If the builders of grand stands had proper 
respect for human life and limb they would 
put up structures that would stand not 
merely the dead weight but the jarring and 
shaking of enthusiastic occupants. The 
margin of skfety would be so great, that 
nothing short of a tornado would bring down 
beams and planks. 

There is no exeuse for an accident like 
that at Elgin. It argues criminal careless- 
ness on the part of many persons. It indi- 
cates faulty construction and poor inspec- 
tion or a total lack of it. The business of

\ should be stopped. Where grand stands are 


within the limits of a municipality they 
should be rigidly inspected and severely 
tested by the proper officials. For testing 
the strength of those put up elsewhere pro- 
vision should be made by law. 


HEALTH AND ACCIDENT INSURANCE 
The examination made by the insurance 
commissioners of some industria! health and 
accident companies shows how competition 
may have deplorable consequences. Some 
of the companies in their rivalry for busi- 
ness have enlarged the benefits offered 
without raising the premiums te cover the 
increased risks. Then, in order not to lose 
money, they have resorted to practices and 
methods which the insurance commissioners 
condemn in the strongest terms. They “ cut 
and shave down claims, apparently without 
conscience and certainly without right.” 
The companies have said they would 
mend their ways, but that does not satisfy 
the commissioners. They intend to ask their 
respective states for laws that would make 
reformation compulsory. They wish to 
have a standard industrial health and ac- 
cident policy law enacted. It is greatly 
needed and should encounter no opposition. 
The commissioners recommend also that 
there be frequent examinations of the com- 
panies, not only as to their financial condi- 
tion but the treatment of policy holders. 
They would like to have power to revoke the 
license of any company flagrantly offending. 
These and other recommendations made 
are excellent. Industrial insurance has be- 
come so important a business, affecting so 
many hundreds of thousands of workers, 
that it requires much closer supervision. 
The policy holders, often ignmerant of and 
unable to assert their rights, need the spe- 
cial protection of the state. _ 


ONLY TEN MONTHS MORE. 

July 1 of next year the state will take 
charge of the insane at Dunning. The 
legislature at its last session made the 
needful appropriations. So ten months 
hence Peter Bartzen will have no more 
authority at Dunning than he has at Kap- 
kakee or Elgin. “O happy day!’ 

In the meantime he is the master of the 
situation. He can make a man super 
intendent one week and freeze him out 
the next if he should prove unsatisfactory 
to Bartzen’s friend and adviser, the sa- 
loonkeeper at the gate. He can dismiss 
attendants and replace them with others 
who will not be dismissed whatever they 
may do because they are Bartzen men. 
The institution will be stuffed with that 
material when it is turned over to the 
state. 

We are in for ten more months of mis- 
government at Dunning. Mr. Bartzen 
professes wonderful solicitude for the wel- 
fare of the inmates, but they are the 
greatest sufferers from his misrule. He 
began his evil work by turning out Dr. 
Wilhite, a competent man, and has kept 
it up unflaggingly ever since. 

But in ten months order and decency 
will replace confusion and violence. 


COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 

| The Des Moines judge who ordered the 
striking street car men to go back to work, 
the company to take back the men it had 
/ discharged, and the contestants to arbitrate 
their differences did a good bit of work for 
that city. He stopped the rioting, and now 
the employés and the officers of the company 
have set their hands to an agreement which 
provides for the peaceful settlement of all 
future differences. 

Whether, if the men or the company had 
disputed the power of the judge to give the 
order he did, he would have been sustained 
is questionable. We have not yet reached 
compulsory atbitration—“ industrial slay- 
ery,” one labor leader calls it—but it is easy 
to see how we might be driven to it as far 
as the men who administer certain public 
utilities and those who work under them 
are concerned. New principles are estab- 
lished and new laws enacted when impera- 
tively required for the protection of the 
people. # 

If the hands in all the cotton mills or 
steel mills were to go out and stay out it 
would be a great calamity, but it could be 
endured. If all the railroad men were to 
strike the situation would be one w hich could 
not be endured. The country is now de- 
pendent on the railroads. It would be para-

dependent on railroads than the United 
States, suffered acutely during a brief strike. 
If we ever get to compulsory arbitration 
it will be by way of the railroads. And if 
the people shall be driven to the conclu- 
sion that compulsory arbitration is neces- 
sary in order that the smooth operation of 
public utilities they depend on may nét be 
interfered with we shall assuredly have it.

some explanation. For Lord Russell was 
sentenced at the time of his conviction to 
& term of imprisonment in Holloway jail and 
most people would have taken it for granted 
thet the serving out of the sentence prac- 
ttcally purged the earl of all other penal 
con@equences of the crime. 

Conviction of felony, however, carries with 
it all sorts of civic disabilities in after life, 
and a man who has “ done time’’ can under 
ordinary circumstances never hope to re- 
ceive any elective office. It even interferes 
with the man's practice at the bar, if he 
happens to be a member thereof, and to 
have escaped the customary disbarment on 
conviction. 

It Goes mot, however, prevent the peer 
from occupying his seat in the house of 
lords, and casting what may sometimes be 
a determining vote tn matters of imperial 
importance. Thus, we have for the last nine 
or ten years witnessed the strange spectacle 
of HBarl Russell voting and speaking in the 
houge of lords, yet barred from any county 
council, and from the most ordinary forms 
of public office and service, on the. ground 
of his having been convicted of felons. 


_ 

King George's “pardon,” which was 
granted at the instance of Winston Churchill, 
in his capacity as secretary for the home 
department, has the effect of wiping out all 
the consequences of the conviction and of re- 
storing to Lord Russell every one of those 
civic rights and prerogatives which he would 
have until now enjoyed had he not been 
regarded ae a felon who had “ done time.” 
The royal message containing the pardon 
was communicated to the national legisla- 
ture through the clerk of parliament. 

The bigamny for which Lord Russell was 
punished was perpetrated in this country. 
He secured a divorce from Ais first wife, 
Mabel Scott, at Carson, Nev., and was there- 
upon married, at Reno, e few days after- 
wards, to Marion or Mollie, the divorced 
wife of George John Somerville of Somer- 
ville, Aberdeen, and daughter of George 
Cooke of Cumberland. 

This divorce wae regarded as invalid by the 
English courts on the ground that the earl’s 
legal domicile in Nevada was not bona fide, 
and in consequence thereof Mabel, Countess 
Russell, obtained @ deoree of divorce from 
the English courts jm her favor, on the 
ground of her husband's bigamy in marry- 
ing Mrs. Somerville, and aiso caused his 
prosecution, his trial in the house of lords, 
and his conviction for bigamy, which ts a 
felony. =

Owing to the sale of his reversionary tn- 
terest to his father, Viscount Chelsea will 
inherit little or nothing from him on suc- 
ceeding to the earldom; nothing at any rate 
that his creditors can touch; and the great 
property of the family, which comprises the 
ground ownership of all the once slum but 
now fashionable London district of Chelsea, 
will be vested in the hands of trustees for 
the benefit of his gon, if he has one, or, fail- 
ing male issue, for the benefit of his brothers 
next In the line of succession.

Not 
only is he debarred from the exercise of 
any of his civic rights, being reduced, m 
fact, to the status of a minor ora judicially 
declared lunatic, but he is likewise precluded 
from election to the house of commons, or 
from taking his seat In the house of lords as 
a peer of the realm in the event of his 
father’s death. 

Moreover, if he obtains credit anywhere 
for an amount exceeding $106 without mak- 
ing thoroughly clear the fact that he is an 
undischarged bankrupt, he renders himself 
hable to criminal prosegution and to impris-

Gell a young enthusiast to me: “ Whet can 
befiner and better than a large and splendid 
family?” Being a woman I answered: “ Bet- 
te far than a large family with a broken 
Mother, is a small one in which the mother 
ean 40 justice nét only to her children but to 
herself.” 

He stared at me in amazement. It was 
evidently a new thought to regard the woman 
a an individual with human rights instead 
of heavenly duties.

it, however, the state of the women is de 
Dlorable that of the man is infinitely worse. 
from a spiritual siaodpoint, One has but to 
read such stories as “ By Order of the Proph- 
et,’ by Henry, and ** The Lions of the Lord,”’ 
and Conan Doyle's story, de a little honeat 
straight thinking, observe a little, to realize 
that polygamy is fatal for the Man, consid- 
ered as a moral being. Said one man under 
the religious delusion: “ Polygamy rightly 
practiced is a glorious thing, but where one 
man goes into it for its avowed purpose of 
holy procreation and will reap a rich rewara 
in heaven, a thousand will go down into the 
blackest depths of hell for the sins they com- 
mit in plural marriage.’’

To practice 
equa! rights under polygamy ig to commit 
a heinous crime. Of necessity, too, prostitu- 
tion as an inetitution fe superfluous and per- 
haps does notexist. So are morals benefited. 
The woman in New York is to be congratu- 
later upon her remarkable discovery!

Outside of Utah public opinion !s over- 
whelmingly againet bigamy, polygamy, and 
the lke. Any one accused of these crimes 
has to reckon with the entire weight of 
public opinion against him. Not so in Utah. 
At the first move the poplation is divided 
equally upon religious lines. Needless to 
gay, it is fatal to business, especially to the 
one who would attempt to accuse his neigh- 
bor. No one is rich enough in Utah to play 
the part of public reformer, so there you 
are. The gentiles accept the situation be- 
cause they have to, not because they ad- 
mire it.

Just how polygamy would cure divorce is 
dificult to see, but that is outside the ques- 
tion Divorce is at least respectable now, 
more respectable than polygamy, for it seems 
to be upon an equal footing, at least judges 
no longer discriminate against women as of 
yore. Indeed, -it sometimes seems as if men 
should begin to agitate for equal rights, for 
they frequently get the worst of it In a 
divorce court nowadays. Divorce, even 
though a grave evil and sadly abused at the 
present, is a blessing in disguise and has done 
infinitely much to free women. 

Under the old régime the various wives died 
and were discreetly buried. Today the wife 
who finds her lot too hard goes to the nearest 
magistrate and is released. In many cases 
seems to be a question either for the magis- 
trate or the undertaker to settle. Divorce 
though, could be cured by rational! education 
in the doctrine of equal rights, which Includes 
the highest morality, and by investing mar- 
riage with more dignity by’the state, involv- 
ing more careful preparation, and perhaps a 
prekminary stage of probation. 

As for the army of self-supporting women, 
not one, I believe, would exchange her little 
freedom, which its often sweet, her self-re- 
spect as a human being, for the ‘‘ boon of 
masculine companionship’ under such con- 
ditions.

There is mot much to advise those afflicted 
who can change their location in order to es- 
cape the atmosphere containing their par- 
ticular poisonous pollen. They generally 
start north in search of an immune region. 
There are several regions which formerly 
Were good hay fever resorts, but as these 
resorte become settled ft is a case of the 
weeds following civilization. Just berause a 
certain case was relieved by going to a cer- 
tain locality is no reason why the next case 
will be relieved by going there. A locality 
which relleves a June case may not do for a 
case commencing Aug. 15. A case of hay 
fever in the latter part of July or the first 
of August generally does not find relief in a 
change of location which might relieve a case 
beginning Aug 15. While it is evident all 
cases would find a common immune region 
if they went far enough north, the foregoing 
merely applies to the nearer regions. 

In reference to the third point—how to get 
rid of hay fever—there is only one answer, as 
we cannot reasonably hope to get rid of the 
various pollen. The cause of hay fever is 
an abnorma! diseased condition within the 
nose. The nervous type is present in nearly 
every case, and their suffering is more acute 
on this account; therefore all should be pa’ 
tient with them during the season. Persons 
with ha@ fever may have a good reputation 
for patience and forbearance ten months dur- 
ing the year, but they are liable to lose it 
temporarily during the hay fever season.

the pollen causes the trouble by mechanical 
irritation but that different kinds of 
pollen are poisonous to susceptible indi- 
‘widuals upder certain conditions. When the 
"various pollens reach the alkaline secretions 
of the nasal cavities they are then absorbed 
or a toxin is formed which is pojsonous to 
that particular person. Pollen dlone wil! 
mot cause hay fever, otherwise all of us 
might have it. Hay fever depends upon two 
things for its origin, viz: External cause 
(pollen) and internal cause, a diseased condi- 
tion in the nose. 

The practical part of this subject is, first, 
how to prevent, secondly, how best to get 
along with it, and, thirdly, how to get rid of 
it. There are many persons, young and old, 
who have developed certain nasal troubles 
within the last ten years. Persons who have 
had a cold in the head or other similar trouble 
that has continued an unusually long time 
have been told that they had “ sinusitis,”” or 
an inflammation of cavities extending from 
the nose. Some of these cases would very 
likely develop hay fever if they should go 
out into the country where ripe pollen of the 
goldenrod or ragweed is very thick. The 
vicinities having these or other pollen are 
dangerous ground for chiléren, and while it 
is not intended that parents should not 
allow the child ordinary contact with the 
goldenrod or ragweed, it is not advisabie 
that the child romp and play in the thick of 
the pollen of these weeds. 

There are two methods of making the best 
of the disease—staying at home, or seeking 
a climate free from their particular poi- 
gonous pollen. In most cases the nervous 
type predominates and this is the reason 
that they are often “ set in their ways.” They 
are equally skeptical, for in their own way 
they have tried everything. But after they 
have reached their limit of endurance they 
are then equally docile and willing to be 
led into the right way.

Three’ Months Ago. 


TAPERS OFF IN HIS WORK 


BY HAMMERLOCE. 

Unless something unforeseen happens be- 
tween now and Labor day two giant athletes 
in perfect condition will contest for the 
world's heavy weight wrestiing championship 
at Comiskéy’s park. Frank Gotch, title- 
holder, is “ fit," and a visit to the camp of 
George Hackenschmidt on the lake shore at 
Edgewater yesterday disclosed the fact the 
Russian has attained the perfect condition 
that he get out to attain nearly three months 
ago. 

Satisfied he is ready and, like Gotch, regret- 
ting the struggle does not come sooner, Hack- 
enschmidt is confident he could not be in bet- 
ter fettie physically or any other way for 
the greatest event of his' mat career. He 
has one thing to fear and that is the chance 
of going stale. Even this fear isn't bother- 
ing the Russian one bit and it would be hard 
to find a more self-satisfied person than Hack 
as he appeared efter 4 day of light training. 


Skin and Eye Clear. 

What the future days in the training’camp 
will be depends aimost entirely on the Rus- 
sian himself. The long weeks of hard train- 
ing certainly have left their mark, as his 
clear skin and eye indicate to any one who 
knows condition. Starting his work in Chi- 
cago after the trip from England, Hack was 
in the best of condition. The cool lake 
breezes last week caused him to contract a 
cola in his back. This resulted in the reduc- 
tion of training work, but he says it did not 
set his condition back. 

Light work, just enough of It to keep him 
on edge, has been followed consistently since 
the cold settled in his back, and. now that the 
cold has completely disappeared, the Russian 
will increase his ‘daily training, adding a bit 
more wrestling to it. One thing is certain, 
there will be no more of the long, hard hours 
of the mat like he had in England, and which 
brought him to his excellence of condition. 
The work from now on will consist of just 
enough to head off, staleness and to keep him 
at his present notch. 


No Longer Irritable. 

Relaxation as the result of the lighter sort 
of training is showing {ts effect in the big 
Russian. The peevish and irritable Hacken- 
schmidt of léss than two weeks ago is chang- 
ing to a contented Hackensehmidt. He has 
passed through the stage of training where 
most athletes display irritableness. 

So much for conditions, but there are other 
points which count as just as big factors in 
this coming struggle. It is claimed for the 
Russian by those who are his closest asso- 
clates that he has gained wonderfully in 
knowledge of the game in the last three years 
or since his defeat by Gotch. Dr. Roller, 
trainer in chief of the training corps, which 
consists of himself, ‘‘ Americus,’’ and Johann 
Koch, said Hack had learned many things, 
things “which he needs to know if he is to 
become champion of the world, 

Hackenschmidt will talk of his condition, 
but when one asks him how he hopes to ac- 
complish the defeat of Gotch he suddenly be- 
co taciturn and answerless. It is appar- 
ent he does not care to'discuss the subject, 
Gotch vs. Hackenschmidt. ‘ He likes books, 
the scenery around his training camp, and 
other men in athletics and prefers to talk 
about them to the exclusion of the approach- 
ing event. A pair of field glasses, powerful 
ones, provides the major portion of. his 
amusement. With these he scans the lake 
and Watches the boats as they pass, Edge- 
water.

The Broncho, Former Champion 
Pacer, Back on Dean Farm. 


MAKES VISIT TO MINNESOTA. 


Bred to Minor Heir, Sidewheeler Is 
Expected as a Foal,

The Broncho, 2:00%, one time champion 
pacing mare, and also holder of the record 
for three heats in a race until Independence 
Boy took it away from her last week, 1s 
back at the Dean farm after a visit to Min- 
nesota, where she was bred to Minor Heir, 
1:5814, Iikewise a champion pacer. Both ani- 
mals are trotting bred, but their produce is 
expected to be a pacer, as The Broncho al- 
ready has produced a foal of that gait by 
Willie Benton [p.], 2:06%, and Minor Heir 
has several fast pacers to his credit. 

Dean “made” both Minor Heir and The 
Broncho and drove them to champion rec- 
ords, the stallion taking a mark of 1:504 for 
him the first year he was campaigned and 
naturally he thinks a good deal of the old 
mare. Her owner, E. J. Rochon of Winnipeg, 
Canada, who gave $10,000 for “ Grandma,” 
as the mare now is called (her son by Willie 
Benton being the sire of a lusty weanling), 
was at the Dean farm the other day and told 
me that after the mare produces by Minor 
Heir she probably will be mated with Search- 
light; 2:034%, owned by E. E. Smoot of Peters- 
burg, Il. 


Searchlight a Proved Sire. 

Searchlight isa proved sire, and his son, 
The Limit, which is regarded as a sure two 
minute pacer, has been one of the sensa- 
tions of the grand circuit this summer. 
Breeding The Broncho to Searchlight would 
be an ideal move from the standpoint of 
blood lines as well as speed, the mare being 
a record granddaughter of George Wilkes, 
while Searchlight is inbred to the same horse 
through Dark Ni¢ht, son of Alcyone, and 
Furor (sire of the dam of Searchlight), that 
horse beine out of Fuga, daughter of George 
Wilkes, and by King Rene, grandson of 
Alexander’s Abdeliah. best son of Rysdyk's 
Hamb!ctonian. | 

Another pacer in the Dean string this 
year, Night Rider, which was consitiered 
likely to win the 3 year old stakes in which 
he was engaged, has been put out of training 
on acount of going blind. Heisafgull brother 
to George Gano, 2:02\%, and as a 2 year oid 
showed wonderful speed for his age, al- 
though his eyes were then affected. But 
Dean is not short of good pacers, as in Henry 
H., to which he last year gave a trotting 
record of 2:07%, he has one of the best 
‘green’ prospects in sight, the gelding— 
which paced fast before he was trained on 
the trot—having shown the ability to stepa 
mile in 2:05 or better this season.

An extya good story goes with Mamie Di- 
rect. Years ago, when Geers had the cham- 
pion pacing geiding in Hal Pointer, 2;v4y, 
that nag was pitted in several races against 
Derect, 2:05%, the best pacing stallion out 
that year, end some of the contests took 
piace in Tennessee, where both Geers and 
Hal J*ointer were born and raised, Direct 
held his own against the Tennessee horse, 
and so taken was Geers with the little black 
stallion that he caused the pacing mare, Ella 
Brown, 2°11%, which he owned, tobe bred 
to him, the resultant feal being the stallion 
now known as Walter Direct, 2:035%, winner 
of the C. of C., and still, in,Geers’ estimation, 
the fastest pacer the man who ha& brought 
out so many notebler at that gait ever sat 
behind.

GOSSIP FOR WHIST PLAYERS 


Strength in Black Hand Neces- 
sary for No Trump Bid. 


EXAMPLES EXPLAIN DEAL. 


Bidder with Strong Dark Cards Often 
Assisted by Partner. 


BY A. R. METCALFE. 
Strength in the black suits is the principal 


requisite for a no trump declaration in auc- 
tion bridge. 

When a player holds both black aces and 
a king of any suit or two protected queens 
his hand warrants a bid of one no trump. 

Weakness in the red suits is of little con- 
sequence. If a player bid no trump with no 


strength in either red suit and his declara- 


tion holds he will nearly always find that his 
partner its able to take tricks both in the 
diamond and heart suits. 

Should a player bid no trump with strength 
in the red suits his adversaries would be 
unable to overbid him in the black suits. 
but might take nearby all the tricks. 

The spade suit is far more important than 
any other and weakness in both of the red 
suits should be preferred to weakness in 
spades. An adversary will sometimes bid 
three clubs on a long and strong club suit, 
but would never bid six spades under the 
same circumstances. 

The spade convention is an added danger. 
I do not consider three aces a compulsory 
no trump bid if the ace of spades is missing. 
This does not mean that no trump should 
never be bid unless a player has spade 
strength, but without strength in spades a 
no trump declaration should not be risked 
without exceptiona!’ strength In the otheP 
three suits. 

With the black suits protected. no trump 
should be bid originally from any of the 
following combinations, it being understood 
in each cage that one or more small cards 
are held in the same suit as the aces or kings. 

Two aces and one king. 

Two black aces and two protected queens. 

One ace and three kings. 

One ace, one suit with king, queen, at the 
top, and another king. 

All the kings and two or three queens or’

Cheap Credit May Mean Failure. 

But the young man says: “ How much 
business have I got to doto pay my expenses?’’ 
His expenses, he says, are $250 a montb. 
Lines vary as to their percentage of profit, 
but we will say he must do $1,000 a month. 
$12,000 a year to pay expenses. In an ordinary 
town, that is, close to a market, he ought to 
do this, and carry a stock of not more than 
$4,000. Therefore he could start business with 
a capital of $2,000 above initial expenses. If 
he has the other qualifications he will be con- 
sidered as having a fair chance of success. 
All business over $12,000 a year would be net 
profit to him. It is for him to decide whether 
he can do a $12,000 business a year. 


Many men fail because they find credit ' 


is too cheap. They can start in business on 
almost any amount. They are so apxious to 
start they go ahead, hoping to borrow money 
when they need it. They do not realize that 
@ man’s own money is worth many times 
that which he borrows. A man who has 
earned the money with which he starts is 
much more likely to be economical and care- 
ful. When a young man starts in business 
and asks himself, “ How much em I to draw 
out for myself?” he should answer With 
another question: “ How little can I man- 


willing to be economical at the start is fore- 
doomed to failure. 

Hight out of ten men start with the 
wrong idea. No business has made a suc- 
cess which etarted big. A man must start

small and deny himself. A small start is 
necessary not only because of capita] but 
also of experience. The successful) business 
is the one that grows healthily, the man’s 
experience growing with his trade. 

The man who knows the most about his 


business as a rule is the most succesgsful—. 


he ig able to correct that which is wrong. 
As a matter of fact the average merchant 
knows little about the details of his businéss. 
Few of them realize that success lies more 
in the number of times they can turn their 
stock than in anything else. They think 
success lies im increased sales, that the 
more goods they sell the better off they 
are. The more sales many of them make 
the worse off they are. 
x 


Increased Sales at a Loss. 

One of the most successful merchants in 
Chicago, or supposedly so, was enthusiastic 
about the increase in his sales. He had had 
the biggest year in hie history. Yet at the 
end of thet year accountants found he had 
lost $15,000. He was carried away with the 
idea of gelling goods, and had entirely over- 
looked the question of stock and profits. His 
losw was really $35,000, for he should have 
made $20,000 profit.

all over the city. I go into a certain one of 
these stores and buy a box of cer- 
tain brand of cigars.

I will go in, say, about 
twenty-six times a year, buying a $2.75 box 
of these cigare each time, or §71.50 for one 
custemer in one year. We will assume that 
the cigars cost the company §2 4 box, or $52. 
Yet the etere never has but three boxes of 
the cigafs on hand at any one time, which 
means a profit in a year of $19.50 on an in- 
vestment of only $86. They have turned their 
stock over three times In a year on one cus- 
tomer.

Lots of department stores turn their stock 
fifty-two times a year, m&king fifty-two 
profits.

Dead Goods So Much Loss. 

If a man starting out with $5,000 were to 
bury half of it in the ground he would be in 
exactly the same position as a man with 
half his stock in dead goods. The nearere 
man has every dollar active the more suc- 
cessful he isin business. The nearer he can 
have all his goods active the more successful 
he is. If a merchant could have all hig fresh 
salable goods in red boxes the rest in 
black boxes, he would be crazy by the 
sight of al] his dead.goods. But just because 

he Goes not see it he forgets it is there. 

A merchant who after seven years was 
still rather slow pay wae congratulating 
himself that at least he had made « living 
for his family and that they would have the 
equity in his business in case of his death. 
He’ placed this at $10,000, but he was wrong. 

The fact that after seven years he still had 
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carrying a lot of dead stetk. He should 
have remembered that his creditors would 
be paid from the active goods. The good, 
clean goods would go to the creditors; the 
dead stuff would go to his family. 

A Chicago dealer in furnishing goods sold 
$70,000 a year, but he never ended a season 
with a stock of more than $6,0000n hand. He 
was in direct competition with men who 
carry from five to ten times his stock. Yet 
in ten years he had made enough out of that 
little store to retire.

In order to turn his stock.properly the 
young merchant should remember at least 
two important things: 

1. He should concentrate his-buying with 
a few good houses.

2. He should buy often. By doing this he 
cah keep his stock fresh, every item ‘worth 
the invoice price.

One of these I have shown in the annexeé 
sketch, which is a drawing of the English 
Avro—mamed after the designer, A. V. Roe, 
one of England's first experimenters—and 
which has some excellent work to its credit, 
especially in its efficient passenger work with 
only a thirty horse power motor and {ts ex- 
ceptionally steady work in gusty winds. 

Originally shown at Brooklands aerodrome, 
near London, machines of this type are being 
made everywhere. 

In the sketch you can see the biplane wings 
quite like those seen on any ordinary type 
of machine. 

Running back from these is the “ fuselage,” 
or main body framework, reminding one 
strongly of the triangular fuselage of the 
Antoinette. At the rear of this, and, not

A further gain in this construction isin the 
fect that the passenger is carried in front 
of the pilot at the center of pressure of the 
machine, so that taking on a passenger re- 
quires no extra adjustments of the planes or 
tail. ‘The biplane type allows the gasoline 
tank to be placed out of the way, thus min- 
imizing danger from fire. 

This tank is shown black, just above the 
pilot's head. 

Under the machine are skids and wheels 
of the Farman pattern, the fuselage and mo- 
tor being hung directly on these skids. while 
thd wings hang from the fuselage. 

Several other European machines are 
adopting the same scheme. One of these, 
the Goupy (French), is nothing but a Bleriot 
with biplane wings, but @ remarkably safe 
flier. 

Breguet of France has gone one better, so 
he thinks at least, in making the fuselage of 
steel, like an autq frame, using only single 
uprights for the separation of the wings and 
trussing theee separately. In fact, he calls 
his machine a double monoplane rather than 
a biplane, though this is really a misnomer. 

Both of these have the motor and propeller 


in front, and the Breguet has carried twelve 


passengers on a flight of some extent—a 
weight considerably over the weight of the 
machine itself, motor and all. A number of 
these excellent machines have been pur- 
chased by the French government for army 
work. 

The Dufaux brothers of Switzerland, long 
known as makers of excellent motors, have 
built and tested with good results a machine 
of this type and are putting it on the market. 
' altogether the trend toward safety leads 
to the biplane type with monoplane body, as 
things look now, though we always ldok for 
new things in so new @ game.

Modern. Ideas Reversed In Newest Submarines. 


AS Charlies M. Coen of Washington, D. 

C., solved the long, troublesome, and 

dangerous problem of the submarine 

vessel? He isso confident that he has 

done so that he isn’t willing to apply 

for patent papers upon the invention. Which 

is something to the credit of Mr. Coen’s saga- 

city in his forty years’ «experience in vessel 
building and experimentation. 

However, as Mr. Coen is withholding details 
for apparent reason, he can't be dismissed out 
of hand. As inventor of the steamer and self- 
propelling canal boat which allows of an 
eight foot screw driving 4 boat in thirty 
inches of water, Mr. Coen must be taken seri- 
one. 

* Friends called me a fool when I built the 
fitst of these shaliow water boats,”’ he said, 
“but eight ‘of them now are running on the 
old Miami and Erte cana! under twenty-eight 
feet of water pressure. How? Simply through 
planting the propeller above the keel of the 
boat and pumping twenty-eight feet of water 
into a standpipe directly over the propeller 
blades.

First, because of the nature of their . 
business, which is—to die 
Ruskin pointed out the real reason why 
mayikind admires soldiers. It “is because, 
while the grocer’s business isto feed us, and 
the tajlor’s to clothe us, and the earpenter’s 
to build houses for us, and the engineer’ s to 
run trains for us, and the cook's to prepare 
our food, and the priest's to make us better, 
and the legisidtor’s to furnish laws for us. 
and so on, the business 6f the soldier is 
simply—to die for us. 
it is for that he keeps in training, learns 
diecipline,;and gives up his will to his supe- 
riors. When the time comes he is to go out 
and get killed. , 
He has usually done it very manfully; asin 
the old heroic French song: 
” Bonjour, ma. meére! 
Bonjour, mon fils! 
Faites moi un lit tout blanc, 
Je vais mourir dans un moment!” 
(* Good day, mother!’ 
Geod day, son! 
Make my bed all white. 
I am going to die in a moment.’’) 
Even so the policeman, a member of that 
eternal standing army between us’and pri- 
vate violence, is expected at any moment to 
stand up and be shot.

Police Protectors of Property. 

It is very unpleasant to intelligent friends 
of labor to hear bitter talk against police. 
To be sure, they are often found protecting 
capital againet strikers, but that is simply be- 
cause capital has that which needs protec- 
tion, such as factories, mills, and freight 
ears. Labor has only its hands; if it had 
freight cars the bluecoate would look after 
them also. 

It'is also true that police, under orders, 
sometimes carry out thé commands of vicious 
mayors and councils. But that is manifestly 
not the fault of the men whose chief virtue 
is to do as they are told. 

The fact of the matter is thatabusing the 
police, in the great war between labor and 
capital, is like throwing bricks at the um- 
pire in a ball game. 

For the policeman is essentially an um- 
pire. It is not his business to punish crime, 
but to bring crime into court. He is not to 
take sides in a street fight, but to compel 
the brawlers to settle their dispute in an 
orderly way before a magistrate, and not in 
a disorderly way before women and children 
on the sidewalk, 

Even so, he is not to fight for the steel com- 
pany, nor for the labor union, but he ig to 
sacrifice his life, if need be, to prevent the 
two parties from quarreling in the open, to

The police ‘stand for order: There is ne 
law against individvals, er unions, or com- 
panies, or men either by twos or by hundreds 
quarreling; it is a free country and every- 
body has a right to fight for his rights. real

of the game, or we should soon be plunged 
into the anarchy of the dark ages. 

It-is the business of the police to see that 
‘aw and order be applied to the opposing in- 
teresta of this pugnacious world. And from 
law and order it is the workman who gets the 
most advantage, always. Anarchy, lawless- 
ness of any kind, always is to the advantage 
of the rich, unjust, shrewd, and powerful.

Fit the spools on to tight wooden axles, as 
in Fig. 1, the lower one with the axie sticking 
out several inches at one end and the other 
ends cyt off nearly flush with the spool ends. 
Drive pins or brads [n} into the ends of these 
wooden axies for spindles These wil) fit 


through brad awl holes in the wooden sides 
of the building, the nails turning in the holes. 
Be careful to get the axles of the spools par- 
allel so the belt will not tend to run off. 

Fit the spools in a location allowing room 
enough for the buckets without their hitting 
top or bottom or the slanting board [a] as 
they pass and dumpabove. Now to fix the 
belt and the tin buckets. 

The belt is a strip of ordinary tape such as 
your mother uses in her sewing. The buckets 
are bent up and attached to the belt as inthe 
separate drawing. In the first piace the pat- 
tern shown at the left ie cut out. 

This is made with the central part as wide 
as the tape belt. Its length is a little over 
twice as long as the width of this central 


part. The top part has a4 little triangular 
piece on either side, each the’ same as the 
other, and a little flap [d] at the outer edge 
of this. 


» * 
Adjusting the Flaps. 

On the other end of the pattern are two 
little flaps [b], and when this much is done— 
and you had better cut the first patterng out 
of paper, trying till you make one that suits 
you—fold the piece on the dotted lines. 

Where the flaps [b] come on the flaps [dj, 
when the lower part folds up so they meet, 


. punch little slots, L, for the flaps [b] tostick 


through. This can be done with a hammer 
and small screw driver in the tin ones when 


you have the paper pattern rigntiy developed. . 


Now set the bucket as it is folded and cut 
‘against the tape belt and bend the flaps [d] 
back around the belt, hammering them so 
‘they hold the bucket to the belt tightly 
without slipping. This fastening is shown in 
the right hand sketch. 

Stretch the belt tight on the puleys, 
sewing the joint, and then put on the other 
side of the building. To make it more reai- 
istic tWo one-inch pieces, C C, Fig. 1, are 
fastened outside the main part of the build- 
ing, these extending up to withifi a few inches 
of the roof, where they ar@ cut off slanting 
as shown. 

One of these is cut short to allow room 
for the crank pulley, P, shown in Fig. 1. This 
is a round disk of wood fastened to the shart 
tightly and with a wooden crank, N, fastened 
to ft to turn the shaft. If you wish you can 
groove the pulley; P, and run the elevator 
by your steam engine or by water power. 
The whole arrangemcnt is fastened to a 
baseboard to complete it. 

If you have taken care to mount the spools 
parallel so the belt will run right the elevator 
is now ready for business, so far a¢ lifting 
the grain to the bin fs concerned. 

For draining this bin when full a trough, 
T, like Fig. 1,-is fixed slanting out of the end 
of the elevator, this being built up of three 
pieces of cigar box wood. 

At the end of this trough a gate, E, is fixed, 
held by side. pieces [t] pivoted on nails [m]. 
By lifting on the handle connecting these 
side pieces the gate E ic lifted and the grain 
flows out of the elevato: bin. Drop the 
handle and the gate shuts.

The “ brakies,’’ however, serve principally 
on the freight runs, while the other two 
Classes, of course. are given their workout 
on the passenger cars. And they really are 
worked out, if one is to believe their state- 
ments. Under the new system, which is 
similar to the plan of the steam lines, inter- 
urban brakemen are the lower wedge in the 
heap of employés. 

To be a conductor one has to serve first 
as a brakeman. Most of the motormen, al- 
though their pay is practically the same as 
the ticket takers, are conductors before they 
are permitted to handle the controller. 

With freight business becoming almost or 
equally as important as the passenger traffic, 
the interurbans are rapidly acquiring the 
same standard as the older and better estab- 
lished steam railways. With the advent of 
this condition comes a change in the work- 
ing conditions of the employés. 

But, even at that, the interurban man has 
attained a certain sort of “ polish ” that dis- 
tinguishes him from the steam road worker. 
With more passengers to deal with in the 
course of » day's journey than the railroad 
conductor, he meete many different classes 
of patrons. 

The electric line brakeman is almost as 
hardened to heat and. cold as his brother on 
the old roads, but he has not as yet gained 
that absolute state of immunity that the

upon ber. It is not an unusual thing for 
some Salesman to spend from fifteen minutes 
to half an hour ‘kidding’ the office girl.

Use for Steamer. 


An old fashioned steamer with holes'in the 
bottom and a tight fitting lid set over a pan 
of boiling water on the simmering burner 
of the gas stove.is a most useful and econ- 
omical adjunct to the kitchen supplies. 

In it I reheat any left overs I wish to use, 
such as creamed potatoes, all sorts of scal- 
loped dishes and sweet puddings, such things 
as would be ruined if warmed over in the 
ordinary way.' I put them in the dishes in 
which they are to be served. set them In the 
the steamer and forget about them until 
time to. serve. 

Im preparing stews with dumplings, I set 
the dish containing the stew right in the 
steamer and cover the steamer, instead of 
the pan containing the stew. About half an 
hour before time to serve I uncover the 
steamer, drop the dumplings in on top of the 
stew, cover the steamer, and do not have 
to open “{t again until time to serve. The 
dumplings are always light, on account of so 
much steam, and the stew can not burn. 

I can also steam many puddings in the 
same way that ordinarily are baked, and to 
gave the heat and expense of the gas oven. 

Baked beans are delicious if steamed in- 
stead of baked, and then browned under the 
broiler twenty minutes before serving. A\l- 
most any dish which requires long baking 
and therefore is expensive on account of 
fuel can thus be prepared. The steamer costs 
5O or 60 cents, according to size.

RELICS OF ARMADA. 


°ME curious relics of the Spanish Ar- 
mada are the results of the diving opera- 
tions carried on Idst October in Tober- 
mory bay, where one of the great Span- 
ish warships, said to have been the Ad- 
Mmireal of Florence, was wreeked in the 
autumn of 1588, when flying homeward 
after rounding the north of Scotland to 
escape the English squadrons, 

Cannon and old coins have from time to time been 
brought to the surface, but the gold and silver to the 
value of thirty millions that tradition includes in the 
lading of the galleon have'so far escaped the search- 
ers. However, a syndicate, entitled “The. Pieces of 
Eight, Limited,” has lately bought the rights over the 
wreck from the Duke of Argyll, and hopes, with the 
aid of modern diving appliances, to recover all the 
treasure of the Admiral of Florence. 

The interesting relics among the first fruits of the 
efforts of the*syndicate include muskets and a raptier, 
all heavily encrusted with stony deposits: sword hilts 
and guards, many silver coins in various states of 
preservation, and several pieces of pottery. The pot- 
tery includes a jug of “tiger” ware. silver mounted, 
and the hall mark is 1566, twelve years before the 
Armada, 

Among the other relics are cannon balis of various 
Sizes, pieces of timber and iron, and a jar for cos- 
metics, which some are inclined to connect with the 
legend that fhis particular galleon numbered a Span- 
ish princess among its passengers. There is a story 
that the Admiral of Florence bore’ among its treas- 
ures @ crown for use at the coronation of Philip of 
Spain after his conquest of England. 
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XTRAVAGANCE! It is tae keynote of 
family economics today. Economy? It 
is practiced to an extent, but only so that 
one may be more extravagant. When peo- 
ple are extravagant, of course, they have 
to skimp and cut some place, so they begin 
with their charities and their thoughtful) 
attentions toward other people, with the 
materials and the comforts and the liberties they allow 
those wo work for them. 

So that today there is a marked striving after cur- 
tailment; a tendency ‘to beat the dressmaker down to 
the lowest, to browbeatthe rug man, the mattress ren- 
ovator, the sewing machine mender, and the woman who 
does the laundering until they name their lowest fig- 
ures. But it is only to the end that they may have the 
more with which to dine extravagantly, with which “to 
put it over” on their envious, striving friends, the more 
with which to make display. 

To be sure there are many housekeepers who are «vo 
dilatory tnat they do not step to the telephone to order 
their own groceries, much less go over to the market 
and pick them out.. They do not visit their kitchens 
once a week, nor supervise the disposal of supplies. A 
cook presiding in such a menage picked up the bucket 
of sugar one day when the grocery man delivered a 
fresh twenty-five pounds and threw away the little left 
on hand. Even tae delivery boy was shocked at such 
gross extravagance and paused to comment on it. “I 
thought I'd wipe out the jar,” explained the cook, “ and 
what's the use pouring two or three teacupfuls into a 
bowl and then taking a. the trouble to pour them back 
again. Especially since the missus don’t care.”

Many Turns to Extravagance. 

There is, on the other hand, the extravagantly dressed 
woman at an afternoon club meeting who seeks the 
nearest booth telephone while the refreshment is being 
served and calls her groceryman. “Send me some steak 
for dinner.” She struggles to taink of a few more arti- 


fruit out of season; if the meat is not of the most delt- 
cate; if they ever undertake to serve the same cut in 
disguise a second time. And yet he only gives them— 
they speak the sum with the utmost contempt for its 
insufficiency—$100 a week on which to run the house, 
irrespective of servants. 

They all resolve to cut down, and for a week they

Every time he goes to a more expensive haberdasher 
than he has ventured upon before-each of those three 
women takes a high dive into a similar extravagance. 
What he had thought would amount to a little additional 
expense of $25 for the spring season of shirts turns out 
to be a permanent increase in the cost of his living 
of $500 for those three months of every year. For what 
is once taken on in the way of expense can never be 
eliminated.

Retrenchment at Too Great Cost. 

Having once tried the more expensive haberdasher 
and the higher priced modiste, the inferior ones can 
never be reinstalled without a vast deal of personal 
discomfort, if not a scandal. Word of the retrenchment 
gets abroad and is followed by the positive statement 
that Mr. So and So has lost thousands of dollars and 
will be obliged to live more simply. 

Another sort of extravagance common these days in

Some fami- 
lies are extravagant because one of the members is so 
by nature and the others, all pulling for their separate 
ends, grab for themselves out of the family hoard and 
Spend for the sake of getting for themselves as muc.l 
as the one who sets the pace. The father is extrava- 
gant with his clothes, his stag entertainments at clubs, 
his little fliers of investments, his machines that he 
likes to buy and run himself on long, irksome rides wita 
his men friends. He probably argues to himself that 
he is entitled to spend more than his wife and daugh- 
ters because he is the one who earns the money. 

They, in their bored estate, look over his list of ex- 
penses and conclude that it is up to them to get away 
wita a like amount. ‘They go downtown and charge 
things to him. They buy taree dresses where one would 
answer. They invite young men to the house and to 
their father’s clubs to dinners and to ride in his ma- 
chines. They plan horseback parties and furnish all the 
horses for girls and men alike. They give little suppers 
in their dining room, made usually out of what they can 
find In the ice chest and the cellar on their return. The 
result is that the women see that these places are per- 
petually kept well supplied.

The administration of a colonial government has 
achieved an annual expenditure of $40 per capita. The 
ruler of a single empire requires for his yearly 
income $12,000,000. The administration of a kingdom 
recently paid out §761,000,000 to meet ite expenses 
of a twelvemonth, 

Meanwhile the subjects of these countries, some of 
them at least, are staggering under a weight of taxa- 
tion. Each year it hus been thought that the limit 
of assessment had been reached. But each year again 
new taxes and levies are devised. The governments 
must have their Dreadnoughts though the people 
starve. 

In considering the national debts it must be borne 
in mind that the largest totals do not represent the 
heaviest taxation. Some of the countries with insig- 
nificant debts are really the most nearly insolvent. 
The public debt of the British empire is the largest 
when India and the Australian states are added in— 
$6,217,183,420—but these colonia) debts are so great 
in themselves that they are usually classed sep- 
arately. 4 

The interest charges of Russia amount to $204,766,- 
421. The Russians during the Japanese war  s0 
Strained their credit that a part of the national obli- 
gation bears 6 per cent interest, 

The German national debt does not represent the 
total obligation of the people because of the inher- 
ited debts of its various kingdoms and states. 

Japan, though its per capite debt is not large, is in 
serious difficulties because of the small wealth and 
individual ea.ning power of its people. Taxes are 
already almost confiscatory in some respects, 


* * 


War the Greatest Extravagance. 


The United States, though it has the sixth largest 
debt, has a per capita obligation of only $11,568, and 
its interest charges are only half as great as those 
of any other great power. In fact, only $918,317,4940 
of the public debt bears interest, and the larger part 
of the obligation would long ago have disappeared 
were it not for the national bank circulation, 

The extravagance of war may be illustrated by 
the fluctuations of the American public debt, In 1793 
the national debt amounted to $80,352,634.04, created 
by the war of the revolution. The new republic by 
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$3,698,260, and has a vast amount of private property 
from the income of which to meet court and family 
expenses, The British civil list is $3,704,800, and that 
of italy, for king and family, $3,010,000. 

The United States army budget for 1909-10 amount- 
ed to $100,330,181, not including the expenditure by 
the several states for their state troops or the enor- 
mous outlay for pensions to volunteers of former 
wars. The navy estimates for 1911 amounted to $114,- 
063,414. The growth of American military expendi- 
ture is shown by a comparison with the fiscal year of 
1890, when the war department spent $44,582,838 and 
the navy department $22,006,206, Ten years later, 
for 1900, the two sums were $134,774,786 and $55,953,- 
078. The neva) outlay has ificreased steadily since 
then, reaching a climax in 1010 with §123,173,717. The 
army exfenditure dropped down after the Philippine 
war, but increased again by 1908 to $161,067,462. 

The net cost of the British army and its opera- 
tions, aceording to estimates for 1911, amounts to 
$138,800,000. The estimates for the navy were $203,- 
018,500. The militafy expenditure of the German 
empire, entered in the budget for 1910, amounts to 
$203,382,000; the naval budget to $110,638,700, an in- 
crease of $22,000,000 over 1909. 

The estimated expenditure for the French army for 
the year 1910 was $174,430,000 and for the navy §75,- 
115,000. The 1910 estimates made by Italy for the 
navy were $31,927,200 and for the army about $54,- 
000,000. Thée Russian military budget for 1908 
amounted to §253,750,000, and in 1909 to §$210,137,300, 
The Russian navy estimates for 1909 were nearly 
$47,000,000.

Low Price of Labor Helps Japan. 

Austria-Hungary sp. its army in 1909, if its 
estimates were sufficient, $46,600,000, and the navy 
cost was expected to be $18,295,650, Japan escapes 
the terrific expense of military equipment through 
the low price of labor and other requirements, but, 
nevertheless, since the augmentation of its forces fol- 
lowing the war with Russia its annual army expense 
has heen between $35,000,000 and $40,000,000 with a 
rapid increase of totals, The naval estimates for 
1909-10 were $37,450,000. 

In Great Britain for the fiscal year ending June 1, 
1897, the total expenditure of the government for the 
United Kingdom amounted, in round numbers, to 


period $35,235,000. The Imperial debt in 1873 was, in 
round numbers, only $460,000,000, but it has been in- 
creased steadily until today it is $1,094,799.575. 

France, Italy, Spain, Turkey, Austria, and other 
countries have shown the same “isregard for increas- 
ing debts and increasing tax rates. Russia in par- 
ticular, by reason of the Japanese war, has plunged 
itsel# into debt at a shocking pace. In 1901 its total 
expenditures were about $989,190,000; in 1906 they 
weré $1,695,590,000. In 1901 its public debt was $3,268,- 
740,000; today it fs $4,5568,152,565. But Russia is 
spending only $18 a year per capita, In 1906 New 
Zealand had a per capita expenditure, in round num- 
bers, of $40, The Australian states were second in 
outlay of $87.50 for every, man, woman and ¢hild. 
France and Uruguay were third with an outlay of 
about $18, and Chile, Belgium, Argentina, an@ the 
United Kingdom were not much behind, Luzem- 
burg, Norway, the Netherlands, Italy, Cuba, Portugal, 
and Austria-Hungary all spent more than §1§ for 
every member of their population.

The growth of the spendthrift tendency at Wash--* 


ington is well illustrated by the annual congressional! 
appropriations. In 1896 the appropriation amounted 
to only $293,057,105. Since then, with the exception 
of two years affected by the Spanish war, the total! 
has increased steadily and regularly. The totals in 
anillions were: 302, 311, 678, 462, 457, 467, 489, 648, 
655, 627, €48, and 663, the last figure, for 1911, being 
$663.725,794.84, 

One of the heaviest outlays is for pensions. This 
expense is not regarded as afi extravagance by 
Americans, but it is so looked upon by foreign gov- 
ernments, who marvel at the growth of the pension 
budget when the list of veterans is so rapidly de- 
creasing. The numbor of pensioners reached its height 
in 1902 wit.. 999,446, but the pension expenditures have 
continued to increase steadily since then until] they 
reached the high mark in 1909 with $161,973,703.77.

O THE man who has just paid for new 
tires, a -carburator, a couple of springs, 
and a new pair of lamps, the cost of auto- 
mobiling as a pastime is apparent. But 

it is doubtful if, even at the moment he 
unfolds the bill and first views it in all 
its magnitude, he realizes that automo-

Even this figure hardly expresses the cost which the 
world is paying for its joy ride. The number of ma- 
chine owners is increasing at an astonishing rate. Ten 
years ago there were only 3,500 cars owned in the 
United States. At the end of 1909 there were 250,000; 
now there are 400,000. In 1908 only 65,000 cars were 
manufactured in this country. The following year the 
number increased to’ 80,000. In the ten months of 1910 
to Nov. 1. 1755000 machines were produced. Automo- 
biles were exported to the value of $11,190,220. Two 
companies were incorporated, one with a capital of $60,- 
000,000, taking in twenty subsidiaries, and the other 
with $16,000,000, bringing together eight or ten smaller 


producers.

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Motor Cars Symbol of “Class. 
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Yet the cars so far bought 
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auto truck having gained favor only recently. The fu- 
ture both for pleasure and work machines gives promise 
of enormous expenditures. The country is automobile 
mad. 

So great has been the craze that money lenders have 
been becoming alarmed. Farmers are reported as in- 
vesting in expensive cars by the thousands and are 
mortgaging their farms to pay for the machines. City 
men who have no homes, no businesses, no decent 
clothes even, in some way manage to get hold of an au- 
tomobile they may drive, at least for a few months, as 
their own. Sarah Bernhardt, on her most recent fare- 
well from the country, left as a benediction the remark 
that to possess a car in America appeareu to be the one 
absolute essential of “ class.” 

The public has been staggered from time to time by 
the naval construction plans of the great powers. AS 
the cast of a man of war has lifted steadily from 
 , to $10,000,000, the people have continued to 
shake their heads at the dreadful outlay. The British 
“Dreadnought” was thought to have been the last word 
in leviathan construction with its 17,900 tons displace- 
ment and its staggering cost. But now Great Britain 
has fourteen ships of equal or greater tonnage and ar- 
mament in commission or laid down. Germany has 
twelve, the United States eight, Russia four, Brazil 
three, Spain three, argentina two, Italy two, France 
two, and Japan two. Figuring these fifty-two Dread- 
noughts at a cost of $10,000,000 each, gives a total of 
$520,000,000. 

But this grand total does not look large wnen placed 
beside the total «merican expenditure for automobiles 
and their maintenance during the last ten years, ap- 
proximately $1,0565,000,000. The American joy rider, 
had he chosen, could have built the entire navies of the 
world, from battleships to dingies. 

To get another angle, it may be interesting to com- 
pare this joy riding bill of $1,055,000,000 with the Amer- 
ican national debt. This debt, after subtracting the 
money held in the treasury, amounts to $1,046,449,185. 
The joy rider has paid for his fun a sum that would 
more than have liquidated the public debt.

400,000 in United States. 


According to the best figures obtainable, there are 
now owned in the United States a total of 400,000 cars. 
The average price of these may be placed at $1,200, be- 
cause of the large number of low priced cars that are 
being sold. These figures would give an initial cost for 
the cars now in public possession of $480,000,000. 

In Europe it fas been estimated that the value of 
cars there in use would reach for Great Britain, Ger- 
many, and France a total of $400,000,000. The. British 
empire is credited with 100,000 machines and France 
and Germany each with 50,000. The average value of 
cars abroad is much higher than in the United States, 
for there is not the great “middie class” demand and 
it is only within a short time that cheap cars have been 
offered for sale. 

In considering the cost of upkeep it is difficult to ar- 
rive at a unit of expense. Ii &@ man keeps his car in @ 
garage, his charges will amount to $15 a month, 2j,d 
it should cost him another $15 for supplies and srfiall 
repairs. This cost should give him, perhaps, a service

of 1,000 miles a month. This annual outlay of $360 for 
maintenance would be less in case no garage fees were 
paid and more in case of careless use and unusual acci- 
dent. Older cars would also entail a heavier monthly 
expense. 

Abroad the expense is increased by the higher cost of 
gasoline and by the fact that paid chauffeurs or mech- 
anicians are more generally used. Otherwise the for- 
eign upkeep would be less on account of lower wage 
cost. 

The $360 a year would not include those numerous 
special appliances that are so generally in use. Chauf- 
feurs also are cOMmon, especially in the cities. and. tf 
taxicab chauffeurs are added, would certainly total 
40,000 in the United States. The average pay may be 
placed at §75 a month.

Cost for 1911 $144,000,000. 


The cost of upkeep in this country alone for 1911 is 
placed at $144,000,000, and for the whole ten years in 
which the automobile has been a common means of 
conveyance would not average less than $50,000,000 a 
year. The early machines, though few in number, were 
extremely expensive toys. 

There are no figures extant that give a complete 
showing of the number of cars that have been 
“scrapped” during the ten years. As a car bécomes 
out of date it is sold from the large city to the small 
town and from there into the country or to some less 
progressive section. But few of the cars in use during 
the first two or three years of the decade are now servy- 
iceable. In addition it is estimated that 25,000 cars 
have been ruined in accidents, fires, etc. It is prob- 
ably a small figure to place the number of cars discard- 
ed during the ten years at 50,000, with an average value 
of $1,500, making a total of $75,000,000 to be added to 
the total expenditures for the ten years. 

In such cities ae Chicago and New York the automo- 
bile has almost replaced the horse as a pleasure en- 
gine. A few wornout cab horses still stand at the curb- 
ing and a spirited team or an old family conveyance 
may be seen now and then in the parks. But the horse 
carriage has become rare enough to arouse interest. In 
the trucking field the horse atill predominates, but the 
motor truck is becoming more numerous every day. The 
cost of automobiling may be offset to a certain extent 
by the increasing cost of horse maintenance and by the 
saving of valuable time in transit, 

In the state of Illinois there are now owned 40,000 
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machines, almost as many as in all of France. Michi- 
gan boulevard swarms with motors and the pedes- 
trians who wait in little crowds for the policeman to 
cut the sea of red automobiles in two for them like the 
waters of the Red sea, marvel at where all the money 
comes from to buy and run the multitude of cars.

Per Capita Expense $17.02. 


Giving the Illinois cars an average value of $1,206 
brings a total of $48,000,000, with a maintenance cost 
for ten years of a like sum. With a population of 6,638- 
591, this gives only one car for 140.9 persons, but the 
cost up to date has been such that, divided among all 
the men, women, and children in the state, the thou- 
sands who do not have cars, there has been a per cap- 
ita expense of $17.02. The national debt amounts to 
only $11.58 per capita. 

Recent figures from New fork municipal bureaus 
give an official record of operative cost. Tae city 
owns 100 machines. These traveled 4v0,000 miles last 
year at a cost for maintenance and repairs of $99,- 
557.44. In making this mileage the chauffeurs drew 
$64,659.20 in wages. Storing the machines cost $12,- 
3564.27. These items of expense bring the 1910 total 
up to $176,570.91. President Steers of Brooklyn oper- 
ated twelve of these cars. His mileage was 89,725 
and his gasoline and repair bill amounted to $9,442.13, 
The machines cost $24,689. 

The automobile manufacturers appear to be confi- 
dent that the outlay for motor vehicles has only 
begun. Within the last two years two big motor 
combinations have been formed, and plants are being 
enlarged everywhere. The demand for pleasure ma- 
chines seems to be growing constantly and the truck 
business, though only in jts infancy, has unlimited 
possibilities, At the present time there is $275,000,000 
invested in the business of producing automobiles and 
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motor trucks. This is a fair indication that the 
makers, who should know the situation if any one 
does, feel confident the nation is going to throw 
its purse strings wider than ever in its purchases of 
machines,

Record of Decade Like, Fairy Tale, 


Ten years ago the automobile industry in the United 
States was in its infancy. There were only twenty- 
seven factories, and the production by any one of 
them of 200 cars in a year would have been some- 
thing of @ record. Oniy 2,000 men were employed 
and not more than 3,500 cars were in the Hands ef 
the public. The whole investment in automobiles, 
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makers’ and buyers’, did not rise above $6,000,006,

Henri Fournaye, occupying a 
small villa in the Rue Austerlitz, was reported to 
the authorities by her servants as being insane. An 
examination showed she had indeed developed mania 
of a dangerous and permanent form.

naye only returned from a journey to London on 
Tuesday last, and there is evidence to connect her 
with the crime at Westminster.

PRESERVER OF THE ALAMO 

Mrs. Clara Driscoll Sevier, President 
of the Texas Club of New York, is the 
woman who is responsible for the pre- 
servation of the Alamo, when it was 
doomed to destruction by latter-day van- 
dals, who failed to prize it for its archi- 
teetural beauty and historic associations. 
It was the Alamo, in San Antonio, Tex- 
as, that Davie Crockett, Bowie, Travis 
and Benham defended, at the forfeit of 
their lives, against Mexican hordes from 
over the border. Some half dozen years 
ago, when the building was to be sold 
and destroyed, Mrs. Sevier, then Clara 
Driscoll, put her wits to work to save it.

Instead, buy a good quality 
gum rubber hot-water bag; fill with very 
hot water before retiring; insert nursing 
bottle and wrap in heavy cloth. At the 
desired hour, the milk will be found warm 
and ready for the feeding. It may not 
be necessary to get out of bed!— 
H. A. P., Sound Beach, Conn. 

TEA MUFFINS. Take one and one- 
half tablespoonfuls of white sugar, one- 
half of a small tablespoonful of. butter, 
and the same of lard. Beat the sugar, 
butter and lard to a cream. Add one 
egg, yolk and white together, and one- 
quarter teagpoonful of salt. To one cup 
and a half of sifted flour, add one and 
one-half teaspoonfuls of baking powder; 
then a quarter of a cup of sweet milk. 
Add the milk and flour to the mixture, 
a little at a time, beating the whole well. 
Have your muffin pans well greased, and 
fill nearly full, . Bake in a quick oven 
from twelve to fifteen minutes. If baked 
in a gas oven in which you have trouble 
to brown your muffins, turn off the oven 
burners and put the muffins in the boiling 
oven, under the red hot gas burners. You 
must be careful to watch and not let the 
muffins get too brown.—A. L. F., Cush- 
man, Mass.

Up to the present time, small oppor- 


T tunity has been afforded for boys to ob- 


tain such positions; for, with the excep- 
tion of the big ocean liners and a few 
soastwise’ vessels, not many hoats have 
been €quipped with wireless. The new 


ion has been a great stimulus to 
one of the few boys’ classes in wireless, 
that in operation at the Children’s Mu- 
seum, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The classes are presided over by Miss 
Mary Lee, an attractive Virginia girl. 
Several years ago she graduated from 
Columbia College, after specializing in 
physics and chemistry, and almost imme- 
diately afterward, she took up her duties 
at the Museum. Today she is one of the 
very few women wireless operators in the 
country. Under her direction, the wire- 
less work has grown to large propor- 
tions; and there are a surprising num- 
ber of boys in the vicinity of the Mu- 
seum who operate, more or less success- 
fully, their own wireless outfits. 

Reeently the boys installed a rotary 
converter in connection with their orig- 
inal wireless apparatus, so that now they 
talk easily with Key West, Florida, and 
Glace ‘Bay, Nova Scotia. This instru- 
ment changed the direct Edison current 
to an alternating current. The machine 
runs on 240 volts direct current and sup- 
plies three phases, 60 cycle alternating 
current. - 

A wireless line of eight stations is 
maintained by the more expert members 
of the class. This connects eight of their 
homes, and the boys keep in constant 
daily touch with each other, both receiv- 
ing and sending messages between dis- 
tant pointa One boy just sailing for

Europe, was kept in communication with 
the others for a period of 70 hours. An- 


_ other of the boys, who spends the sum- 
mer with his parents at Bar Harbor, is 


now equipping a wireless at that point 
with the object of keeping in touch with 


_his friends until his return to the city in 


the fall. 


The Museum boys are endeavoring to 
solve the problem of whether the length 
of the antennae materially affects the dis- 
tance a message can be sent. It would 
seem that the longer the aerial, the far- 
ther the sending power. As an experi- 
ment, antennae wires 1,000 feet long 
were strung between the homes of Her- 
bert Pierson and Irving Smith in Brook- 

f lyn, N. Y. .As a re- 
sult, Glace Bay was 
easily heard. Carl 
Wichman, another 
wireless. expert, 
stretched his antennae 
between his home in 
Brooklyn and the Mu- 
seum, a distance of a 
block and a half. It 
proved a great suc- 
cess and messages 
were received a dis- 
tance of 2,000 miles. 
Another problem has 
to do with the direc- 
tion that the antennae 
should point to get the 
best results. To get a 
wave to carry is still 
another wireless puz- 
zle that is ynder con- 
sideration; the latter 
being not so much a question of power, as 
of getting an undampened wave. 

Several of the Museum boys are doing 
expert work along experimental lines; 
one being associated with Marconi, the 
wireless inventor; another with a Radio- 
Telegraph company as operator, in the 
Tower of the Metropolitan Building, New 
York; another with a big South Amer- 
ican company in Brazil; and two as wire- 
less operators on coastwise steamships. 


A NOVEL WATER RACE

_pére delicate than that of a plum, and 
a favor that is indescribably grateful to 
the palate; while its purple-brown rind 
makes it a brilliant addition to the table. 
Most housekeepers will welcome the cit- 
range, an invention of the Department 
of Agriculture, which will soon be a rival 
of the lemon and lime. It is like a beau- 
tiful little orange of excellent texture and 
exceedingly juicy, the result of crossing a 
“trifoliate orange’’ tree——-which can 
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lemon of the same size, it furnishes an 
economical drink. 

Another fruit creation is the tangelo, or 

kid-glove grapefruit, a hybrid between 
the pomelo (which means grapefruit) 
and the tangerine. It is between the two 
parents in size, with the tangerine’s 
loose, easily removable skin, and the 
grapefruit ’s sprightly flavor. This as- 
tonishing invention gives us a new and 
Sweeter grapefruit, which can be eaten 
as easily a8 one eats a tangerine. It is 
now growing in groves in Florida. 
. Other interesting new things to eat 
include a remarkable variety of water-. 
melon from Roumania, small, round, 
green in color, with a thin skin. It is 
about the size of the average grapefruit, 
making it possible to serve a water- 
melon to each guest. Then, there is a 
strawberry tree from China, bearing 
round, wine-red fruit, very pleasing to 
the taste when eaten either fresh, stewed, 
or preserved; the delicious pistache nut, 
recently introduced into California, which 
has thrived where even the almond has 
failed ; the Mulgoba mango, which is be- 
ing grown in Florida and will soon be 
on sale in our markets; and fresh dates, 
instead of dried ones. Thousands of date 
palms brought from the valley of the Nile 
are now bearing fruit in California and 
Arizona. 

What possibilities loom before the 
housewife who is tired of trying to vary 
the menu! With all these new vege- 
tables and fruits, some of which may 
be purchased now, her mind should soon 
be at rest. It seems only the other day 
that the French alone ate frogs’ legs, 
mushrooms, and tomatoes. ‘‘Love ap- 
ples,’’ the last were called in England 
and America, and they were grown like 
flowers for purposes of ornamentation;

Today, the to- 
mato is a food staple; so it would not 
be strange if the vegetables and fruits 
under consideration should be in general 
use within the next few years.

MUGH “WATER OR NONE 


Ws. you have sprinkled a few 
pails of water over the garden s0 
that the ground looks wet, no doubt you 
think you have done your duty. Few 
people understand the art of watering 
either a garden or a lawn. A little water 
is worse than no water at all. Growing 
plants know nothing about Fletcherizing. 
Irrigation, not sprinkling, is what they 
need. Sprinkling tends to cause the roots 
to seek the surface of the ground, when 
they ought to go deep into the soil. You 
ean’t water a lawn in fifteen minutes, 
if it is larger than a table cloth. The 
proper way is to soak it in one place 
and then in another, until the ground is 
saturated. It won ’t need to be done often. 

The best time to water the lawn is at 
night. Then the ground is cooler than 


by day, and there is less evaporation. 
And a cool, cloudy day is better than a 
elear one, especially if you are buying 
water through a meter, for less water 
will be required to soak the ground. That 
handsome lawn sprinkler in which you 
take so much pride may be doing more 
harm than good. After this, start it 
going when the sun sets, and let it re- 
main for a long time in each place. Even 
then, some of the fine spray will be lost 
by evaporation. 

It is the same with your vegetables 
and flowers as with your lawn — when 
you give them water, give them a lot. 
Perhaps .that explains to you, dear 
madam, why you have never been able 
to grow sweet peas. This year, try ir- 
rigating them twice a week. If they are 
planted in a trench, as they should be, 
you can give them buckets of water. If 


If you insist, the store will carry the best goods 


you éan reach them with the. Wose, set | 
the nozzle at the end of the tree and *f 
turn on the water. Only, don’t let it run 
hard enough to wash the plants out of 
the ground. 

If you have cold nights, water the 
roses in the morning rather than in the 
evening, so that they will not be chilled. 

In the vegetable garden, it is some- 
times a good plan to sink a tomato can 
in the ground at the base of some of 
the plants, particularly tomato plants. If. 
several large holes have been punched in 
the bottom of the can, and water is poured 
into the can until it is full, you will have 
accomplished your object with economy 
both of water and of labor. If desired, 
manure water can be given in this way. 

And if you can’t give water in abun- 
dance, cultivate, That is the next best 
thing.
